The Nationalist Chinese

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Mission to Rhodesia 


JT IS YCT TOO EARLY to judge whether the 
-t recent British mission to Rhodesia succeeded or 
failed in its objective, of opening the way for 
further talks between the two governments which 
might ultimately lead to the settlement of their 
long'Standlng dispute. is 

Though the exploratory convei'sations con¬ 
cluded last week, neither the British nor the 
Rhodesian government has made any official . 
comment on the matter. However, an attitude of 
cautious optimism prevails in certain quarters over 
the fact that at Imst the lines of communication 
still remain open between London and Salisbury. 

Under Prime Minister Wilson these lines had 
been all but cut with little hope being held that 
they would ever be re-opened as long as his Labor 
Party government remained in power. Prime 
Minister Heath, on the other hand, has not allowed 
himself to be trapped into a locked-in position over 
the matter. 

Earlier this month, abiding by his election 
promise, he dispatched Lord Goodman to Rhodesia 
to sound out the prospects for opening a new round 
of talks with the illegal but de facto ^ith regime. 

Speculation now runs rife both in British pi-ess 
and political circles as to whether Mr. Heath will 
back down on the earlier hard and fast principles 
of agreement for settlement set by the former 
government in order to bring to an end what has 
become an almost impossible situation. 

Commenting on this the Daily Telegraph 
expiesses the view that the principles tending 
toward African majority representation on an 
unknown time-scale were a respectable starting 
point for discussion back in 1964, but they were, in 
fact, no more than guidelines needing Inteipreta- 


tion and the consent of those most vitally 
concerned. 

“It is possible," it adds, “to think of other 
considerations to which the government ought to 
pay equal regai-d. For example, that any 
constitution on which a settlement is based must be 
viable; that Rhodesia is an historic fact in Africa; 
that its white community have a meritorious role 
to play there and are indispensable to the stability 
of the country, 

“It could be added that Britain is not 
accountable to other African states for the form of 
Rhodesian settlement. Neither is Britain account¬ 
able to the United Nations, except to the extent of 
informing the Security Council when the rebellion 
has come to an end , . . 

"It will be much better to regard Rhodesia as 
a special case, with one stipulation remaining — 
that no British government could underwrite a 
settlement that excluded the African population 
from ever attaining leadership of the nation. 

“With that principle,” it concludes, “Mr. 
Heath and Sir Alec Douglas-Home can go forward, 
without looking over their shoulders.” 

The. Telegraph makes its point well, especially 
the fact that the dispute, in the final analysis, is 
between Britain and Rhodesia and the power and 
.responsibility of ultimate settlement rest in their 
hands and no others. 

This is something that has frequently been 
otcriooked by many governments which have 
voluntarily participated in the disagreement 
between the two countries through the offices of 
the United Nations or other organizations wtdeh 
I have no legal standing or authority in the matter 
at hand. 


Record of Excesses 


pROM THE V^ERY OUTSET when plans were an- 
nounced for the construction of an experi¬ 
mental hydrofoil-type submarine hunting vessel in 
1963 there have been protests — in which this 
newspaper joined — that the project was ill- 
advised from any point of view. Not only was the 
estimated $9,000,000 cost of such a craft 
considered extravagant, but there were weil- 
founded doubts that it could ever be effective in 
the role for which it was designed. 

Among other things, because it rides on a 
retractable ski-like appendage, it is unsuitable for 
waters where ice or debris may be encountered. 

High speed — the prototype Bras d’Or is 
capable of more than 60 knots — is the only thing 
that recommends such a vessel. But that very 
quality is its ultimate destroyer, because collision 
at such speeds with even a small object would be 
disastrous. 

In tests the Bras d’Or suffered hairline 
fractures in the “legs" which should l )0 
sufficiently significant evidence to prevent the ship 
ever Ixtcoming operational. 

It seems now’ the experts in the defence de¬ 
partment have finally come around to this view 
and within the next few weeks will announce the 
scrapping of the program. 

There was consternation in the House of 
Commons when it was diselosed that cost of refit 
of HMCS Bonaventure had leaped from the 
estimated $8,000,000 to $17,500,000 two years ago. 


'And while parliamentarian.a were still debating 
whether or not someone should be disciplined and 
even that Treasury Board President Drury be 
censored, Bonavanture was sold to a Vancouver 
shipbreaker for less than $1,000,000 after only 12 
years of service and a million dollar paint job. Cost 
of operation, it was reported, was too high at 
$1,500,000 a year and the country couldn't afford 
it. 

The public accounts committee, having prom¬ 
ised to punish those responsible for the memorable 
mess, finally ordered Davie Shipbuilding Co. to pay 
back to the government $4,173 as an unwarranted 
expenditure. 

And it rebuked the deputy ilefence production 
minister of the time, Gordon Hunter, now Master 
of the Mint, and Elgin Armstrong, deputy defence 
minister. And that was the end of a sad story. 

If there was indignation over that piece of 
departmental muddling, how much greater should 
he the reaction to the Bras d'Or fiasco. For in this 
case the estimated $9,000,000 cost of the prototype 
has rocketed beyond $33,000,000, without counting 
the price of research and development. 

When the fateful decision is finally taken to 
jettison the Bras d’Or it will be pos.sible, in case 
anyone should ever a.sk who was responsible for 
this excessively wasteful blunder, to shrug it off as 
just another deplorable experiment by the former 
minister of defence. Paul Hellyer. For the man 
who dared to defy Pierre Trudeau would be a most 
convenient scapegoat.

Thieu Regime Could Be Toppled 


I T IS no longer a question of 
wivther the Nixon admin¬ 
istration Hhould ensure the 
continuity of the shaky 
regime of Nguyen Van Thicu 
in Saigon but wl>ether it can 
k<*e|) Thieu in power. With 
American support Thieu can 
probably come through the 
charade of the elections in 
October. 

But the signs of his weak* 
ness multiply. He seems 
unable to make the changes 
that would give his govern¬ 
ment at least a face-lifting. 
Instead he sits tight at the 
centre of a power structure 
^ made up of generals and 
political operators who are 
his dependants.

A initorious c.xample of the 
henchmen on whom he relies 
IS Maj.-Gen. Ngo Dzu. com* 
mander of II Corps, one of 
the four command regions.

penalty. But for Wagner as a 
provincial Sessions Court 
Judge to suggest that Cana¬ 
dian law should allow hanging 
of anyone who traffics in 
drugs is so ludicrous it makes 
a mockery of both Wagner 
and the law he is iiledged to 
admini.ster with reasijh and 
fair judgment. 

Drug trafficking is indeed a 
"despicable trade." Our 
courts are becoming increas¬ 
ingly tough on traffickers, as 
they should. Last year almost 


ail the t>ersons convicted 
of trafficking in heroin were 
given prison sentences, and 
more than 75 per oent of the 
436 persons convicted of traf¬ 
ficking in marijuana were 
sent to jail. Hang 616 per¬ 
sons? Or "only" the 180 
heroin pushers? How many? 
The judge cannot be eerious. 

The Narcotic Cwitrol Act 
now allows for a maximum 
penalty nf life imprisonment 
for trafficking. That should 
give any court sufficient room 
for exemplary sentences. 

Judge Wagner's suggestion 
is a thn>wback to the time 
when ihe common law of 
England made death the 
punishment (or all felonies 
except mayhem and petty 
larceny.

I w«>ndcr if this serious 
hassle will, in any way. leach 
bureaucrats to aiiply theii 
peculiar ratings to patters 
they receive with more dis¬ 
cretion? 

Frankly. I doubt it. 

You see, the bureaucrat, at 
least on this continent, came 
into full flower In the Second 
World War. 7^ the h«He 
man with die inflated ego. 
rubber stamp in. one hand, 
became a peculiar kind of 
king.

He could stamp each iiafier 
as it came to his attention 
"top secret, " "secret," or 
"confidential ’ 

It took us sonic years to 
detect that we had uncon¬ 
sciously given birth to a real 
menace. After all, Hiere whn 
a war on and "the walls have 
ears'* and we had need of 
[icople to remind us that 
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"l«ni»e talk can sink shijis." 

S«> the liuroaucrat. alter 
years of lieing snubtied and 
downgraded, came into his 
own. 1 am cunvinced, in fact, 
that many of tlie fieople in 
those days wist stam|>cd 
|ta|K*rs had no authority to 
slaniii l»«l»ers. 

They merely went to the 
nearest store and bought their 
own rubl>er .stainiis and ink 
pads — and after that kept 
themselves happy by stam|>- 
ing ev'erything In si^t.

President Nixon has set

Announcement of his visit 
virtually acknowledges tlie 
bankruptcy of the old Ameri¬ 
can doctrine that C^ina must 
lie isolated and its aggres¬ 
siveness contained. 

While formal U.S. recogni¬ 
tion of China is still withheld, 
tile fart that Nixon will visit 
Peking and |)crhaps reach an 
understanding with Premier 
(liou Kn-lai and party Oiair- 
man Mao Tse-tung is itself a 
form of recognition destroying 
the argument that Taiwan is 


the legal representative of 
China. 

Formal recognition, i^erhaps 
on the Canadian t^^ttern, 
appears only a matter of lime 
as Nixon tests public reaction 
to his move, which also 
implies a possible dramatic 
American shift away from 
Asian involvement including 
liquidation of the agonizing 
Vietnam war. 

★ ★ ★ 

At least this is what many 
Western diplomats privately 
read into the Nixon announce¬ 
ment, which hit the Western 
world with explosive delight. 

Doubtless, Nixon also 
undertook this manoeuvre 
with an eye on the 197^ 
presidential campaign, recall¬ 
ing the dramatic impact of 
the late President Kisen- 
hnwer's "I will' go to Korea" 
promise in 1952. 


Rut to come hack from 
Peking empty-handed may 
not do Nixon mucli good at 
the polls. Ho must lie con¬ 
vinced he lias something to 
offer to Peking that will be 
accepted and that he will get 
something in return that the 
voters wilt approve. 

The major Peking demand 
is likely to be the reduction 
and removal of American 
influence in Asia and perhaps 
some form of understanding 
that will end Qiiese fear of 
com bined Soviet-American 
encirclement of the mainland. 


Perhaps the greatest con¬ 
cession tliat Nixon might 
obtain is the o|>ening of China 
to U.S. ex|)orts. The pro.siiect 
of a liuge new world market 
is likely to dazzle American 
industry, geared to mass 


production and yet limited by 
tlie growth of competitive 
industry Iw-Rurupe. - ■ 

Whatever the possible 
results, the Nixon venture, 
and the Peking offer of a 
visit, has convinced the world 
that great changes are likely, 
reducing tensions and opening 
x’istas of a new international 
relationship. 

Whether that optimism is 
shared in Moscow is question- 
ahle. Kven the remote pros- 
[icct that China may gain a 
new ally is likely, to raise 
roncern among Russians who 
worry aliout the Chinese 
Ixirdcr. 

Tlie Nixon move may. in 
fad. lend to step up l^viet 
courtship in Washington. So 
changeable is the political 
scene that Nixon might one 
day even find himself as the 
honest broker bridging the 
two communist su(>erstates. 


Government's Procrastination Must Cease 

Drugs: Excuses Won’t Wash 


Literary altasions are rare in the asually dry- 
a.s-(iust reports of legislative committees. So, when 
a committee studying di’ugs in B.C. three years ago 
quoted Thomas Wolfe in an effort to explain where 
the basic problem lies, it Was some kind of event. Not 
only that—it was a pretty good report. 


Tliat quote fi-om Wolfe was 
brief; "The young men of this 
land are not. as they are 
often called, 'the lost’ race — 
tliey are a race that has 
never yet been duicovered. ' 

The committee then went 
on to say: "A fair number of 
our young jieople are summed 
up in tho.se words of Tliomas 
Wolfe. (Wei feel that the two 
aiTns of research and educa¬ 
tion must reach out for 
them.” 

★ ★ 

That, in essence, was the 
committee’s report to the 
hoase. together with a sug¬ 
gestion, raising some eye¬ 
brows. that first-time pot 
smokers sliould be treated 
leniently, so the results were 
far from spectacular. But the 
committee worked hard, 
showed generally g(s>d sense, 
and an awareness of the drug 
'problem w h i c li api>arently 
eluded the go\prnnient. 

Tliough, with five cabinet 
ministers on tfie committee, 
ihe government had ample 
opportunity to liecome 
alarmed long before it finally 
set up the S2.5-mU!ion drug, 
alcohol and cigarette proven- 
tiem. rehabilitaUon and educa¬ 
tion fund last spring.

It also ignored tlie com¬ 
mittee's suggestion that it 
continue to function and dis¬ 
missed with a shrug NDP 
leader Dave Barrett’s pro- 
))Osal for a year-round board 
to study the drug problem. 

Now, more than three years 
later, when tlie medical pro¬ 
fession produces a study 
which shows there are prob¬ 
ably at least 10.000 heroin 
addicts in B.C.. many of them 
under 30. and newspaiiers 
naturally publicize this, the 
government cries "foul." 

"Il's a plol," Health Minis¬ 
ter Ralph l.<offmark cried 


dramatically in Vancouver 
last week, striking a tragic 
jKise. He blamed the doctors, 
the federal government, of 
course, and the newspapers, 
in no particular order, for 
failure to meet a responsi¬ 
bility which clearly belongs to 
the government. 

Certainly. B.C. can't do it 
alone. The medical profession, 
authorities ai all levels, and 
the community as a whole 
will all have to work closely 
together to beat Ihe gmwing 
drug rpoblem. 

The ridiculous game of 
"after you. Alphonse," that Ls 
l)oing played by B.C. and 
Ottawa, in particular, has got 
to stop, because the lives of 
tliousands of young people are 
at stake.

Under the heading "obiec- 
tives” that 19B8 house com- 
miitce reiwrted: "Simply 
staled, .tlie ob.)ective which 
the committee has in common 
vnth the, community Ls that of 
d^inishing drug abuse."

Only last September, the 
Narcotic Addiction Founda¬ 
tion of B.C. using 1968 
statistics as a base calculated 
there were 2.490 heroin 
addicts in this province. 

The increase has lieen 
dramatic onougli to prompt 
one rather excitable Van¬ 
couver editorial writer to cry: 
"What devastating change 
has brought us to this brink 
of disaster? If this tragic 
farce continues, a year fn>m 
now we couid face fierhatis 
30,000 young people on heroin

Vancouver has always been 
regarded as the heroin capital 
of Canada but while this fact 
was frequently deplored by 
public fugures little was done 
about it because the tradi¬ 
tional addict has been looked 
on as a criminal first and a 
victim of the drug problem a 
distant second. 

If that were ever Iruc. it 
certainly isn't in many cases 
today. 

Mayor Frank Noy. the 
Socred member for Nanaimo, 
sounded a warning about 
giYiwing heroin use in his com¬ 
munity, which as lieen echoed 


in the BCMA re|x)rt. during 
the last session. 

Ney asked for more police 
to rof>e with the problem and 
said he hoped the govern¬ 
ment's special fund would 
provide additional help at the 
community level. 

So far nothing has been 
spent from that fund but it 
.should produce something be¬ 
tween $1.5 million and $2 
million a year. The govern¬ 
ment has said it will appor¬ 
tion grants, in general, on a 
basis that none will be for 
capital projects and none for 
programs over three years. 

★ ★ ★ 

How much will lie ear¬ 
marked for drug education 
and rehabilitation — as dis¬ 
tinct from tobacco and alco¬ 
hol which are c<mvcniently 
lumped in is unknown, of 
course. And the cynics, who 
think they know how this 
government works, iircdict 
that the bulk of it will be 
.S|>ent on an advertising cam¬ 
paign. 

That has the advantage of 
oo m p e n sating publications, 
particularly the weeklies, for 
lost cigarette and liquor ads. 
But it’s unlikely to do much 
real good in combatting the 
drug problem. B.C. needs 
research and a profier educa¬ 
tion program in the schools to 
be really effective. 

And we must stop sniping 
at Ottawa, the doctors and 
anyone else who raises his 
head to express different 
views, and cooperate on an 
emergency program to do 
sfimelhing now aliout limse 
already on drug*.

Old U.S. Doctrine Bankrupt 


Peaceful 
Approach 
Faces Test

Pi-esident Nixon’s decision to visit Peking 
immenseiy strengthens the moderate wing of 
Chinese communism, led by Premier Chou En-lai, 
which seeks to advance communist aims peace¬ 
fully rather than through the use of force.

n i s t movement alternates 
between the use of war and 
the application of parliamen¬ 
tary. or united front, tactics 
in its drive to achieve its 
goaUs. China at the present 
time is In the peaceful phase, 
following the viotence and 
excesses of the Great Prole¬ 
tarian Cultural Revolution.

Chain Reaction in Asia Could Threaten Third World War

Six rnilUon persons have 
just joined an already over* 
populated Nadon ol Dispoa- 
setaed. 'RmIt plight. In the 
sober Judgment of competent 
observers, could produce a 
Chain reaction in Aslan 
subcontinent that might 
threaten a third world war. 

For most of the 20th 
century the Nation of Dispos* 
sessed has been associated 
with- mauive political and 
social oonvulsioos. Today the 
situation is extremely critical 
in one area, South Asia, and 
chronically perilous In 
another, the Middle iilast. 

The present world refugee 
population is about 24 million 
and growing. They make up a 
nation In the sense of uniting

smaller populations.

Flee Pakistan 

Last year the United States 
committee for refugees listed 
7.2 million from Asia. 5.2 
million from Africa. 1.8 mil¬ 
lion frtxn the Middle East. 
870.000 from Europe and 2.26 
million from the Western 
Hemisphere. 

To that 17.3 million total 
must now be added more than 
six million who have fled 
East Pakistan in the civil war 
crisis. Their numbers eventu¬ 
ally may exceed eight million. 

ITte swarms of Bengalis 
moving a c ross India's 
borders, terror-stricken by 
harsh measures set off in an 
effort to kill a movement lor 
a separate Bengali ■ state, 
have provoked a crisis which 
far transcends ita humani¬ 
tarian aspects.

United States

The United States con¬ 
tributed to the world problem 
by its Involvement in Indo¬ 
china.

It is 
estimated one in tour Viet¬ 
namese is or has been a 
refugee or war victim. 

And new crops of refugees 
are being created all the 
time. Greece and Brazil with 
their army regimes have 
provoked new movements, 
though these were relatively 


small. Some middle- and 
upper-class elements have 
fled Chile. Tibetans flee 
China, and so on. 

Since the operative words in 
most definitions are peraecu- 
tion and oppression, the 50.000 
or so young Americans who 
left for Canada or elsewhere 
to escape the milHary draft 
are not regarded as refugees. 


The definitions say that fear 
of prosecution does not create 
refugees, but persecution 
does. ' 

Experts say there is little 
doubt that the next decade 
will see yet more uprooting of 
maaaes of people for reasons 
of war, p(^tical persecution 
and calamity, fugitives from 
regimes ot both rlgM and left.

Refugees have burdened the 
conscience of much of the 
world for more than 50 years, 
and the size of the refugee 
naticxi today is a comment on 


the 20fh-century • world The 
m<irr the oppres.sion, up¬ 
heaval and conflict, the 
bigger the refugee population. 

Once the problem was 
pretty much a Eiiro|)ean 
phenomenon. Cuba. China, 
Vietnam, the Middle East and 
the Asian subcontinent 
changed that. 

Statelessness became a 
major international roncem 
after the First World War. It 
grew in direct ratio to the 
spread of totalitarianism in 
Europe. First there were Nazi 
Germany and P'ascist Italy, 
and by 195.1 about nine million 
had fled Communist-ruled 
countries. 

Mao Tse-tung's conquest of

Housing Forum 
Promotes Wood 


Ford Leads Pinto\to U.S. 


VANCOirVER tUPI) - An 
inttmetionnl conference rep¬ 
resenting 57 countries called 
PrkUy for action by inter* 
natioiMl ageneiet. national 
governments and research 
institutions to increase 
a V a Uability of lower-cost 
homes and to Improve utlllza* 
tton of foreat reaources In 
houainf construction. 

At the dost of the twrvweek 
world consultation on the use 
of wood in houijing, chairman 
Douglas Redmond said the 
main c(mcem of the confer¬ 
ence “was clearly to improve 
the availability of housing, 
particularly for lower income 
peoplea of all countries 
whether highly industrialized 
or developing." 

Redmond, director of 
forestry relations with the 
Canadian Forestry Service, 
told the more than 1150 
forestry and housing industry 
experta attending the confer¬ 
ence that this could be best 
accomplished “b y making 
economic use of ait housing 
nuterlals. both wood and non¬ 
wood.’* 

In his summary at the close 
of the conference, he said 
many countries with adequate 
forest resources do not 
develop or use their wood 
supplies to best advantage. 

■'There are some countries 
with pressing housing needs 
possessing considerable forest 
resources not fully e.xploited 
who will find it necessary lo 
make greater use of their 
forest potential to improve 
their housing situations and at 
the same time benefit their 
national economies. " he said. 

The consultation p 1 a e a d 
special emphasis on rapid 
urban growth and rural hnus- 


Ini: needs, based on the 
expectation that the world's 
population will double by the 
turn of tht century. 

The adoption of mea.sure« 
to modernize the sawmill 
industry, the preparation of 
grading rules and the devel¬ 
opment of technologies appro¬ 
priate Co local conditions were 
among the recommendations 
made for stimulating the use 
of wood in building. 

Diicuuion in nine technical 
sessions during the two-week 
conference ranged over hous¬ 
ing needs, wood supply, utili¬ 
zation, technical problems, 
promotion, research needs 
and the special requiremanu 
of developing countries. 

Participants approved a 
series of resolutions drafted 
at these sessions, which will 
he submitted to the United 
Nations, three departments of 
which were cosponsors of the 
conference, hosted by the 
Canadian government. 

Delegates said wood gives 
excellent performance a.a a 
structural material when used 
in a proper fashion and 
recommended it be given full 
consideration in the construc¬ 
tion of houses in developing 
countries. 

Problems with wood use 
"arise primarily from its 
misuse." said Redmond. De¬ 
terioration of wanod can be 
minimized by ‘the use of 
durable resistant species, 
proper preservation and cor¬ 
rect construction practices ’ 

E n g i n e e rs. architects, 
foresters, wood technologists 
and scientists of various 
disciplines were among those 
in attendance at the con¬ 
ference. 


U)NDON (UPI) - Ford of 
Britain had just lost the 
biggest production contract in 
Bntiah automotive history.

British Ford’s A. S. Wheel- 
house had spent a ileeplesa 
night after learning' of the 
U.S. Ford deeUiem to cancel 
English production of 30.000 
engines per month for the 
four-cylinder Pinto. 'The con¬ 
tract was worth $% million a 
year to the English company, 
nnd^ Wheelhouae confirmed it 
was the largest contract ever 
held by a British motor 
company. 

Despite his sleepless night, 
Wheelhoute appeared freah 
and alert In a brown tweed 
sports suit as he eat at his 
desk in suburban Warley. Ha 
fingered a copy of a com¬ 
munique from William Innes, 
Ford’s executive vice presi¬ 
dent in Detroit, which said 
the Pinto contract waa “tax¬ 
ing ovarsoas facilities for 
production of four-cyiindcr 
engines.” Instead of relying 
on Bntiah and German Ford 
for the engines, the com¬ 
munique continued. IJ.S. Ford 
was building a 9100 million 
plant at Lima. Ohio, to turn 
out the Pinto. 

The Ford official surveyed

Ctoly recently 
the British autoworkers 
threatened another walkout 
over the firing of a union 
official from hit Ford job. 

Another reason Ford of 
Britain lost the contract, 
Wheelhouie said. "Is that ito 
main aasembty plant, already 
producing S80.000 Pinto 
engines a year, has no room 
for expansion. The Lima plant 
will be able to produce 500,000 
engines. 

Wheelhouae said the con¬ 
tract lost will rtot mean a 
cutback in British Ford pro¬ 
duction. { 

“The TJma plant won't he i 
built until lf73," he said. “By i 
then we will have developed 
our rapidly expanding Euro¬ 
pean market. I 

Mark Green, an official in 
Britain's trade union con¬ 
gress. does not believe British 
labor froubir was a fadin in 
the American Ford decision 
to cancel the contract.

The diffleulttes being faead 
by Canada's faltering aer^ 
space Industry are not pt> 
culler to this oountrV. Its the 
same Just about averywhtrt. 

When a giant such as 
Lockheed in the United Ststea 
finds 11 • a 1 f in flnanelal 
trouble, it is a sure sign of 
basic underlying problems in 
the industry as a whole. 

What it boUi down to la 
whether a country as big as 
Canada can really eopport an 
Industry of tha slse that haa 
been In operation for the past 
10 years or so. 

Tha peak year for Canada’s 
ceroapaM Industry Was 1167 
when production totalled 
about $800 million. About half 
of that production went to fill 
Canadian daft net orders. 
Another $300 million went to 
the U.8. 

Last year, production was 
down to $500 million and U.S. 
orders had fallen off to $267 
million. 

This year, due mainly to 
fewer orders from the U.S. as 
it pulls nut of the Vietnam 
war. and cuts in Canadian 
defence spending, the picture 
will be even worse. 

Layoffs have been the re¬ 
sult. Faced with theae dwindl¬ 
ing sales, de HaviUand Air 
craft of Canada Ltd. has 
announced it will lay off 
between 600 and 700 workars 
by the end of the year. 

Canadair Ltd- has already 
laid of .5.000 of iU 8.000 
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De HavtUand aircraft plant, one of the firmi hit 


employres and the leyoffs 
continue at about 50 a week. 

United Aircraft of Canada 
laid off about 600 workers 
earlier tfUs year. 

Some predict that total 
employment in the induatry In 
North America will fall to its 
level of 10 yeers ago ^ about 
850.000. 


London Planners 
Want To Curb 
Labor Exodus 


At its peak, employment 
was 1.4 million. That was 
during the heavy demand 
created by the U.B. build-up 
in Vietnam and the Apollo 
space program, now. employ¬ 
ment is about one million and 
dropping. 

Preaident L. D. aarite told 
the annual shareholders meet¬ 
ing of Sper Aerospace Prod¬ 
ucts Ltd. in Torunto last 
month: 

"There art Increasing signs 
that the present depressed 
state of the manufacturing 
and engineering segment of 
the aerospace industry will 
NHtom out by tha end rtf 1973 
when overall employment 
could sink to about the 850,000 
level. At that point, employ¬ 
ment should firm up and by 
1975 could once again be 
approaohinf the one million 


mark as new programs coma 
into production status." 

In Oanadt. employment in 
the industry peaked at about 
50,000 early in 1969. lYiat 
made it the fourth largest ih 
the non-Communist world, 
hind tha U n 11 a d States, 
Britain and France. 
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LONDON (UPI) — Undon. 
the capital of the natltm that 
■pawned tha industrial revolu¬ 
tion. Is loeing its industry. 

It’s also losing Jobs, people 
and money, aoeoiiling to Dr. 
David Eversley. the city's 
chief planner, «^o says now 
la the time to curb a decades- 
old government policy of 
London. 

"We don't want to get rid of 
everybody." Eversley said. 

"We fought for 40 years to 
stop people from coming into 
London." he said. "The 
government put tight restric¬ 
tions on industry developing, 
within the city to encourage 
movement to other areas." 

'The policy worked well at 
first. 

But since than it has 
combined with the intensified 
problems confronting many 
major cities today — high 
living cosu. high labor costs 
and turnover, traffic con¬ 
gestion and simple lack of 
space — and has worked too 
well. 

"It s party phscbological." 
Eversley said. "But London 
now is simply not as attrac¬ 
tive as It used to be." 

"The thought of working out 
In the greenery of the country 
is very appealing," the plan¬ 
ner said. "It’s happened to 
many big cities. New York 
perhaps most of all." 

"Office rents in the city are 
Just enormous compared to 
space just 50 miles away." 
Eversley said. "And with the 
Improvement in telecom- 
munications. it isn't as im¬ 
portant anymore that a firm 
has to be based in London." 

The government policy in 
question is a 1942 planning 
report, stlU the linchpin of 
current planning policy. Tha 
report, eoncluded too much of 
Britain's wartime and htavy 
industry was concentratad in 
the then proaperous metro¬ 
politan London area. 

Partly influenced by Imme¬ 
diate fears Axis bombing 
could wipe mit large atgments 
of British industry, it reoom- 
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mended a concertad effort be 
made to spread business 
■round. 

Wlncton Churchill's Con- 
99f vativa government ac¬ 
cepted the report, prompting 
legislation — including grant¬ 
ing of tax incentives, free 
sites and other subaldles and 
preferred treatment — to 
encourage firms to head to 
less developed areas. 

But the Umg-range affects 
on London wart undar-eati- 
mated. Eversley said. 

"There nothing wrong with 
suburban reconstruction. The 
problem is that employment 
losses in the oapitil have 
been greater than antici¬ 
pated," 

Although I.. o n d o n's un¬ 
employment laat year was 
about 70,000, relatively low 
compared to the national total 
of 800.000. Eversley said the 
sums were deceiving because 
the city indirectly expMts 
many of Its unemploytd to 
other parts of the country 

"That 320,000 people arc 
leaving London each yaar Is 
not so important." the plan¬ 
ner said. "What is significant 
is that the normally higher 
ratio of people moving into 
I.«ndon has dropped — down 
to 240,000 last year." 

Where art they all going? 
To areas like the Solent ooeet 
near Southampton in the 
south of England, and artae 
like Northamptonshire, Surrey 
and Berkshire, northwest of 
l»ndon. where good oHmete 
and communications made 
potential growth centres, 
Eversley said. 

"I.4>ndon is not dying, as 
some people would have us 
believe, but we do need more 
growth, to expand the econ¬ 
omy. to prime the pump. The 
government should create in¬ 
dustrial sites, should let firms 
build in favorable locations — 
near ports, roads and electri¬ 
cal su|H)liet," Eversley said. 
Othemrise, he added, the 
goose that laid the golden 
eggs may starve.

MAMARONECK. N.Y. (AP)

Oaude Harmon found himself 
in the middle of the at* 
tempted coup against King 
Hassan n In Morocca last 
week and was terrorized and 
beaten during a five4iour 
ordeal^ thg 1^ Masters 
champion said Saturday. 

The revolt erupted without 
warning as Harmon played 
the golf course at the summer 


palace. He said he didn't 
realize what was happening 
until a grenade blew the leg 
off a man standing 25 feet 
away. 

A pro at Winged Eoot Golf 
Club and Hassan’s teacher for 
three years, Harmon was at 
the king's 42nd birthday cele¬ 
bration at the palace near 
Rabat witen the unsuccessful 
coup took place July 10. 

"We realized it was for real 


when a rifle bullet took a big 
chunk over the concrete club¬ 
house and a grenade that was 
tossed over my head took a 
man's leg off.’* said Harmon. 

"I was kicked unconscious 
seven or eight times,’' Har¬ 
mon said, "and the guy lying 
next to me was shot. I had 
his blood all over me." 

Not only did die 55-year4»ld 
pro find himself mixed up in 
the coup, he had dinner the 


night before widi General. 
Mohammed Medbouh, a 
leader of the attempted milL 
tary take^iver who was acci¬ 
dentally ktllad by his cnan 
• men. 

"I and my two daughtess 
had spent the entire eveoiag 
with him," Harmon said of 
his dinner engagement -with 
Medbouh the ni^t before the 
coop. Harmon's daughters, 11 
and 12. were at a hotel (During 


the fighting and were not 
harmed. 

Harmon also said that he 
spoke several tiroes with 
Medbouh the following day, 
the hwt lime five minutes 
belore the coup began. 

"Whew I saw him directing 
the tnxips I just couldn't 
believe it," said Harmon. 

Harmon said he was on the 
palace golf course when "sud¬ 
denly several trucks started

There is a nagging problem 
which could be resolved in a 
few days and a nagging worry 
whicli cijuld prove unwar¬ 
ranted but the rest of it looks 
good and hopes are high that 
the first mid-summer horse 
racing meet at Sandown Park 
is to be a success. 

It's scheduled to have 12 
racing days, the first on 
Friday. July .30 and the last 
on Saturday, Aug. 21. and it's 
the first venture by the 
Vancouver Island (garter 
Horse Racing Association, 
which leased Sandown Park 
for five years following a 
Diree-day trial meeting last 
year. 

That one was devoted to 
quarter horses with the odd 
thoroughbred testing the 
speedsters but the full-fledged 
meeting scheduled at tlie Sid¬ 
ney track will have more 
races for thoroughbreds than 
for quarter horses. 

Plans for the 1971 season 
call tor three quarter hrirsc 
races each day with either 
five or six heats for the 
thoroughbreds. And thorough¬ 
breds will be able to enter 
any of the quartovhorse 
races, even the feature events 
proN'iding the largest purses 
ever for Vancouver Island 
horse racing. 

Danny Hajnal, vice-presi¬ 
dent and general-manager of 
the VIQHRA, said Saturday 
that "the re.sponsc has been 
terrific" and that he had been 
assured cA enough nmners 
and riders to make the meet 
a success. 

He repf>rted that 232 of the 
300 available stall spaces 
have been taken and that 
there would be many addi¬ 
tional starters from stock 
competing a t Vancouver’s 
Exhibition Park. 

- Most of the Quarter horses 
and many of the thorough¬ 
breds booked for stall space 
are coming from the U.S. 
northwest, and that has re¬ 
sulted in some fretting 
The combined total is about 
200 and It is possible that a 
<)uick northward spread of the 
equine e ncephaloroyelitis 


which is rampant In Mexico 
and some areas of Texas 
would result in barring 
horses in the U.S. from being 
brtmgiU into Canada. 

Tlajnai feels that the possi¬ 
bility is remote and says that 
the U.S. government certifi¬ 
cate which is needed won't 
affect' the plans of U.S. 
owners or Canadian owners 
who have been racing stock 
south of the border. 

"It doesn’t seem there will 
be any problem outside of the 
necessary inconvenience of 
having the horses examined." 
he said. 

Meanwhile. Hajnal is trying 
to do something about an 
unex|)ected problem which 
could make it possible that 
there will be no show wager¬ 
ing during the meet. 

It came up when Eidribition 
Park decided to restore show 
betting. That move resulted in 
the totalisator company mov¬ 
ing several machines to Van¬ 
couver and leaving Sandown 
without enough to handle 
show wagering. 

^"I'm still trying to do 
si^ething about ttiis." Hajnal 
said. "I still think that there 
is a chance we can straighten 
it out." 

Even without show betting, 
there will be enough betting 
pools to please most. In. 
addition to straight and place 
betting on every race, there 
are to be four quinellas and 
two exactos. 

The one-two betting hes 
been scheduled for the first 
two and last two races and 
the exaeto betting will be on 
the fourth and sixth races. 

It is not certain yet whether 
there will be eight or nine 
races on the TQeadays, 
Thursdays and Fridays of the 
meeting. First posi parade on 
those days is at 5 p.m. and it 
may not be possible to get in 
more than eight races. 

"It looks as if we w/iii have 
so many horses thai we win 
have to go to nine races if we 
can get them in. " Hajnai 
said. 

Saturday racing surts at x 
p.m. 

As matters stand at the 


moment, there are four Sat¬ 
urdays, two Fridays and 
three Tuesdays and three 
Thursdays of racing. No 
racing is booked on Friday, 
Aug. 6 or Friday, Aug. 13. 

There are quite a few big 
purses, and. the meeting will 
produce one race with a pot 
of at least 310,000 and another 
of at least $9,000. 

B o t h» are quarter-horse 
events, wid the richer is the 
Vancouven* Island Futurity 
.scheduler! tor closing day. 
Owners paid the initial nomi¬ 
nation fee of $35 for 42 
horses^ and there are still 23 
horse.s eligibie after succeed¬ 
ing payments of $25. $50. $75 
and $,75 and the purse will ho 
swelled to almost $12,000 if all 
pay the final $50 of the $300 it 
costs to start. 

.Swelled by ]>cnaltie8 for lute 
nominations, the purse now 
stands a t $10,825. Three 
o^^mers paid $300 each to 
n<7minate late and Htxlges 
F^rms of Quincy, Wash-, paid 
a penalty vi $7M to nominate 
Dndella, winner of the Kenne¬ 
wick Futurity and third-place 
finisher in the Yakima Fu¬ 
turity. 

Right behind the V.I. Fu¬ 
turity in si/e of purse is the 
Canadian Futurity, which is 
also a $300 touch for e%'ery 
starter and which now has a 
pot of $9,700. Forty-two nomi¬ 
nations were also m;»de for 
have paid the first $250. 

Trials for this event are 
scheduled on opening day and 
the final is on Aug. 7. 

The purse distribution for 
the quarter-horse features is 
45 per cent to the winner and 
from there it gf»es 23.

It is a fine thing to listen to childi-en 
when they are playing. Not during ail 
the organized games dreamed up for them 
by grownups — but in those moments 
when our children call on their own re- 
soui'ces, and the traditions of their own 
world: 


...featuring a guided tour 
through a child’s very, 
very own garden of verse

Hate a cup of tea: 

In pop$ company — 

Ani oul pops me! 

And the child pops into a self-contained 
culture of rhymes and chants and games 
centuries old, constantly shifting, constantly 
flexible, and constantly passed along by the 
children themselves in some magic of oral 
tradition. 

What a wonder. In Victoria playgrounds, for 
example, there's a game called “chinking. ' 
where the children hold out their hands in a fist 
— meaning stone; an open palm — meaning 
paper; and in two fingers — meaning scissors. 
Weil, that'.s a game that was played in Egypt in 
the year 2000 BC. 

And it's a game that has enjoyed greatest 
popularity, even among adults, in Oriental 
countries like Jai>an and China, where it is as 
common as flii>|)ing a coin to decide who'll pay 
for the sake. 

So here we find in Pemberton Park, thousands 
of miles in time and distance, a si.\-year>old boy 
describing the game as “chinking" and keeping 
some dim. but very real, sense of the Oriental 
nature of it all. How did he know? Did he know? 
How many millions of children kept it alive? How 
many will forget it forever when puberty comes 
along, only to find their o^vn children have 
lenn^ it again — from somebody, somewhere? 
What a wonder. 

The rhymes and chants here are the versions 
sung today by children in the Greater V'ictoria 
area and special thanks belong to Carolyn 
Th »ma8. 8: Bruce Thomas. 10; Ronnie Quan. 7; 
Gary Holmes, 9; Maureen Wong. 8: Kathy 
Brown, 8; Guy Poirier, 11; Joey Howard. 6. and 
all the children too busy for talk with grown-ups 
when there are more important things to do. Like 
skipping: 

Hello, heUo, hello, air, 

Heet me at the yrocer. 

So, air. Why, air? 

*Cauae I pot a cold, air. 

Where’d |^u get the cold, air? 

At the Sorth Pole. air. 

What ipere you doing there, air? 

Catch a polar bear, air. 

Hotr many did you catch, air? 

One air, tteo air, three air. 

That'a enough for me, air, 

(i'bye. y'bye. y'bye. air, 

See you next July, sir. 

Haling apple pie. air. 

Hope you don’t die, air. 

The poet Robert Graves thought enougli of 
that (Mie to gently expropriate it a.s “I have a 
little cough, sir.” in his liook. Less Familiar 
Nursery Rhymes, published in 1926. 

Of course, when it comes to lifting forms and 
ideas and shaping them to a situation, the 
children are past masters. Back in the 1940s. the 
legendary black folksinger Leadbelly used to 
holler out a song called. I Don't Want No More 
Army Life. 

Today, the same song ai>f)cars in Pemberton 
Park this way: 

They aay that at the Y Camp 
The bua ia mighty fine: 

You turn around the corner 
And leave the loheela behind. 

dee. tfom. / tcanta go 

- Hack to Ontario, 

dee. Mom, / tcanta go home. 

They aay that at the >' Camp 
The food i$ mighty fine: 

Sitting at the table. 

It killed a friend of mine. 

They aay that at the Y camp 
The nurae ia mighty fine: 

Aak her for a bandage. 

She icrapa you up in ticine. 

And what's hapjjened to Old Smokey. 
which srej;ns to he an all-purpose song, with 
words to fit any occasion. This version, sung by a 
.Saanich 10-year-oId. has a fine revolutionary ring 
to it. Take heed: ' ' 

On top of Old Smokey 
Alt covered with aand, 

I ahot my poor teacher 
With a great rubber hand. 

/ ahot her with hatred. * 

I ahot her with pride: 

I couldiCt have miaaed her. 

She waa forty feet wide. 

Inatead of some flowera 
TJh fop of her grave, 

tnatead of tome flowera, * 

I threw a grenade. 

And other songs can be sung, or used for any 
number of garnet: 

Three seifors went to arm 
To aee what they could arc 
^ And all that they could aee 
IFcs the deep ohie aea. 
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Playing a game like tag. or hide-and-go-seek, 
dcjiends on getting .started, no easy task. 
.Somebody has to be “it." but nobody really 
wants that fxiwer: some scholars say that in the 
deep mists of our historical consciousness, "it " i.s 
the Evil One, a dark and supernatural loi'd 
ensnaring the .sonh of the innocent. 

No child is likely to explain it quite that way 
— but he still doesn't want to l)e "it"! 

In the interests of fairness, then, this title i.s 
not given lightly — for centuries children have 
lH*en inventing clulxiratp nliial.s to eshoose Hie 
unlucky player. As far hack as 1611, a children'.^ 
game was described: "The player counts with 
certaine w irds. arwl the last his words end on, he 
takes ..." 

In Victoria, our rhildren place their feet in a 
ring. iTointing to each foot in rhythm with the 
syllables; 

^lickcy yiouar 
Built a house: 

How many naila 
Did he uae? 

The I'hild caught on the last syllable then 
picks a number of his own; 

“Five . . .“ 

.\ count of five goes around the ciirle. then 
the chant: 

".\nd you are not ill” 

Eventually all are eliminated but "it” himself. 
An inifiartial ritual has found ita-victim and the 
game l>egin.s. 

Now’, Mickey Mouse doesn’t seem much like 
an ancient rhyme, but it has a moderately 
lespectablc history nevertheless, being first 
recorded In Britain's Berry Hill district in 19;J6. 

Other Victoria-area variations: 

My mother and your mother 
Were hanging out the clothes: 

My mother punched your mother 
Right in the noae. 

H hat color was Ihe htood? 

Purple . . . 

And you are not it. 

That is almost exactly the same chant 
re< ()rded in Edinburgh in 19()6. Who knows hms it 
got here? Another rhyme from 19lh cenlun.' 
England made its way into the blues tradition <»f 
American black [leoiile and travelled rwirflt 
somehow, until we find children in Beacon Hill 
Park singing: 

Engine. enftiRf. number nine, 
doin’ down Chicago line: 

// Ihe Irain should jump the track 
Do you want your money hack? 

Yes . . . 

Seoul, you are out. 

A classic picking chant, of course, is “Eency. 
moeney. miney. miie." and it's still used as much 
as ever. Sad to rejwri. though, many rhildren 
continue to say "Catch a nigger by the toe." for 
Ihe second line. Too bad. 

The interesting thingliliout “eeney-nieeney" 

and other such nonsense words In children’s 
chants is that the doggerel touches on 
something very important: a fine, detached 
understanding of the nonsense of all words. 

Are words really more than just sounds, 
strange magical spells and incantations we 
humans cast over our world just so we can miie 
a little better — only to find that we’ve been 
trapped after all. that our words more often 
mask what Is real than explain It? Maybe only 
children, still just at the jieginning of a life of 
words, can see them for what they are. 

In England the children used to chant: 

Eena. decna, dinah doe

Tlien a grown-up call^ James Joyce c^ine 
along and wrote.

Charter Boom 
Scatters Law 
To Four Winds 


TORONTO (CP) - "Where 
do you want to go?” Colin 
Cripps asks eagerly. “I can 
have you on a plane in next to 
no time.” 

He can. too. 

Sbe month! ago, Cripps 
started Oiarter Fli^t Infor¬ 
mation Service, advertising 
charter-flight availabilities in 
Metropolitan Toronto. 

Busineas is booming. 

He charges 515 per 
customer for finding a 
charter flight on short notice 
and out of this he says, as he 
phrases it, "their membership 
dues in whatever club they 
happen to Join for the trip." 

He has a suite of offices on 
the 18th floor of a downtown 
Tonxito building and eight 
girls and two men answering 
phones, pounding typewriters 
and talking to people. 

Crippa advertises London 
return for 5179. Paris 5185 
and Rome 5245; heady stuff 
(or travellers figuring Europe 
for at least a 5300 under¬ 
taking. He'll even find a one¬ 
way flight for a relative 
coming over from "the Old 
Country." 

But what's happened to 
Canadian transport commis¬ 
sion regulations banning one¬ 
way charter flights and con¬ 
fining charters to bona fide 
clubs and members of kt 
least sbe months’ standing? 

"Oh those,” says Cripps. 

What’s happened is that 
charters have grown so popu¬ 
lar that governments appear 
to be taking a charitable view 
of their own regulations. 

"As long as there is no 
abuse of the public, there's no 
problem. Regulations are 
broken in every country I 
know of with the possible 
exception o ( Luxembourg. 
Luxembourg doesn't have any 
regulations. 

There’s no question about 
the growth of the charter 
business. In 1967 the total 
t r a n s -A 11 antic Canadian 
charter market for all car¬ 
riers, domestic and foreign, 
was lets than 518 million. By 
last year it had jumped to 
just over 550 million. Of this 
total. Wardair Canada Ltd., 
this country's leading charter 
service, had 513.680.000. 
nearly 5500,000 more than Air 
Canada and CP Air combined. 


J. W. Plckersgill, head of 
the Canadian transport com¬ 
mission, would like to see the 
end of the so-called affinity 
charter flights. 

"I can’t understand the 
rationale of saying that be¬ 
cause 100 perople have be¬ 
longed to a particular organ¬ 
ization they should be per¬ 
mitted to get a cheaper rate 
to cross the Atlantic.” Pick- 
ersgill recently told the Com¬ 
mons transport commission. 

Many of the world’s major 
airlines ixiw are deeply in¬ 
volved in charter lights. Air 
Canada, for instance, has set 
aside four of its DC-Ss for 
trans-ocean charter and Sa- 
bena, the national airline of 
belgium recently set down a 
Boeing 747 jumbo jet charter 
carrying 361 people into 
Toronto. 

"That represented 300 cars 
and close to 1,000 people at 
the airport.” seid regional 
manager Hugh Devitt of the 
department of transport. "We 
figure there are three 
greeters per passenger and 
one car per three greeters."

Board 
Hearing Out

The University of Vic- 
toiia’s advisory board 
.concluded hearings at 
UVic Saturday after 
eight .sessions during 
which the cases of three 
faculty mcmbei-s 
were discussed and the 
conduct of the Canadian 
Association of University 
Teachers was examined. 

The final 8es.sion was taken 
up with xubmissions from 
board counsel David Williams 
and UVic counsel Cecil Bran¬ 
son. both of whom attacked 
CAUT’s cooduct in handling 
the cases of the faculty 
members whose contracts 
were not renewed. 

The three are Dr. Tik;im 
Jain, Dr. William Goede and 
J. P. Graff. 

When Branson concluded 
his summation «»f CAUT's 
part in the affair, board 
chairman C. C. McLaurin, n 
retired supreme court judge 
of Albefta. described the 
alfair as ‘•scandalous. " 

.Williams made the first 
submission tracing the histoi'y 
of the correspondence be- 
tw-f-cn CAUT and the uni¬ 
versity. TTie described some'of 
CAUT’s letters in the case of 


lie said one r.f ihr prmci- 
pies is that it vinuld rely 
ht'avily on citizens' comt 
plaints, instead of action by* 
tl>r municipal Insix’ction oj* 
IKilice de|>arimenl5. for en¬ 
forcement . 

A proiKigal. said C'urti.s* was 
a bylaw that would control 
disturbing noise between the 
hours of 10 p.m. and 7 a.m.

Curtis said some of the 
complaints have been about 
lawn-mowers but he hoped 
such problems could be re¬ 
solved in terms of good 
nelghborliness. 

"We are not aiming for an 
all-encompassing, restrictive 
bylaw that’.s impoasible to 
enforce and. as a result,, 
makes the law look ludi¬ 
crous.” 

He said if council agrees In 
principle that there is a need 
for a noise control bylaw, the 
topic likely would be referred 
to the municipal finance and 
legislative committee. Tlte 
rec(^mmendatlons would re¬ 
turn to council for approval 

Curtis explained Uiat the 
■dv ice of the police depart¬ 
ment and municipal solicitor 
wiHild be sought • on the 
question of penalties hut he 
expected tlie fine lor the first 
offence might l>e $13 Init fines 
for subsequent convictions 
could escalate rapidly. 

"It would be possible for 
someone to thumb his nose at 
a $15 fine if that was the 
maximum.” 

-He said a municipal bylaw 
is necessary because there 
are many mora sources of 
"noise pollution” than those 
covered by existing federal or 
provincial legislation. 

The Criminal Code, for 
example, prohibits disturbing 
the ijeace by fighting and 
swearing and the B.C. Motor 
Vehicle Act bans vehicles 
with noisy mufflers and in¬ 
cludes a clause toat penalizes 
drivers wh<i squeal their tires.

'The CAUT's ac¬ 
tion was oollined to the panel 
in evidenoff given earlier hy 
UVic president Bruce Part¬ 
ridge and it was on this 
evidence that Saturday's 
summation was based. 

Branson said he found it 
difficult to reconcile CAUT’s 
desire for natural justice with 
the way in which the organ¬ 
ization allowed "leaks of 
confidential information to the 
university newspaper" and 
"sneak pre.ss releases." 

He asked the panel. "What 
weight has CAUT's censure? 
They talk about living up to 
the spirit of the tenure 
document when they can’t 
live up to the letter of,their 
own guideline.s."

typical, either of the condi¬ 
tions that exist in the depert- 
ment ... or the food In¬ 
dustry." 

The department added the 
task force made its study In 
the summer of 1969 and many 
practices prevailing then have 
been corrected.

After Butler and Copley,

Although proponents of the .

The City of Victoria was 
billed ^2.000 by Aiicrdeen and 
about $216,000 by Glengarry 
and Glehwarren private hos¬ 
pitals. Glenwarrcn and Glen- 
gari'y started a suit against 
the city in 1967 but there 
wasn’t a trial as both sides 
awaited the outcome of a suit 
on the Lower Mainland. 

In that case, the Supreme 
C'ourt of Canada ruled in May 
Uiat 11) e municipality of 
Surrey was liable for the 
ciwls of welfare patients in 
King Gcfirge Private Hospital 
Ltd. of Surrey. 

Tile court ordered the 
municipality to |>ay the dif¬ 
ference in the amount desig¬ 
nated by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for welfare care and 
Ihe amount billed by the 
hospital. 


The present, fovtmment-^ 
set rate is $9.25 a da.i (or 
private hospital |Niti«nls who 
are on welfare. The hosipuls 
are billing, in some <ases. $U 
or $12 a day. 

In Victoria, some hospitals 
are also bilUng munfeip^tles 
an interest rate of 1 per cent 
per month on ttn unpaid 
balance.

visit there, the Chinese ad¬ 
vised Ottawa that Huang 
planned to leave for Canada 
within a few days.

Quesnel, with an East Indian 
population of about 2(X). has been 
the scene of i-ecent violent clashes 
between whites and Blast Indians. 


"We feel there is a need for pdblic 
education among the young peopte of 
Quesnel who are causing slckncs.<i 
of racial discrimination,'’ Smitheram 
said. 

Theme of the conference will be 
social justice. 

Smitheram said officials from 
three levels of government will be in¬ 
vited, and union officials and laborers 
will be asked to give their views on 
equal opportunity and the right to 
work in Oinada.

His testimony was recently ' 
released by the subcommit¬ 
tee. 

The new safety laws, whiirfi 
become effective Aug. 13. 
1973. demand that for 1974 
models, automobile m a n u- 
facturers must provide pas¬ 
sive restraints to protect 
occupants against severe in¬ 
jury in crashes up to 30 miles 
an hour. 

Tlie regulations give the 
manufacurers three instal¬ 
lation choices strengthened 
seat belts; a shoulder-waial 
belt hook up or an air bag 
that inflates instantly on 
impact to cushion the occu¬ 
pant against injuiy. 

“The air bag is clearly the 
best.' said Toms.

Noon-sight brought disappointment in that we had made only 62 miles due south in the 
last two days. Still we realized that if we had not headed up into the seas we might well 
have been blown a hundred or more miles to the west. 

Voyage of the Tryste II 

HOLED AT SEA 


Our lOth day at sea, 
Feb. 24, was Carol's 17th 
birthday. Anne made her 
a birthday cake and while 
on watch with me from 
midnight to 2 ojn. cooked 
her a ^ batch of fudge 
which we all enjoyed. 
Apart from celebrating 
Carol's birthday, the rest 
of the day was spent dry¬ 
ing out the boat. 

The food to tht float loekan had 
been shut up tight lor fiva days and 
bad grown a magnificent oo\*artog of 
aoould. 

The vaseline with whidt the egga 
were protected was growing and 
c\*en toe egg flats toemsalvea wore 
a thick grey eoat. Shoes and sa nd a l s 
needed brushing and drying, mdona 
needed skinning and baking to the 
sun. oranges and limes needed 
sorting. Ernest pumped out the bilge 
and the two floats and Anne a^ 
Susie did masses of washing. 

Meajmdiile Tryste steered herself 
peacefully on, south of east, at about 
five knots. We got most things 
pretty well sorted out on that day* 
but we couldn’t get rid of toe smell 
of rotting onions. No matter what 
we did for the rest of the trip the 
boat smelt of them. 

Next day we made good 60 miles. 
The sea was bade to normal, a dark 
blue, with woolly clouds around toe 
horizon. The wind fdl light for part 
Vof the day and motored for an 
hour to charge the batteriee. Ernest 
suddenly noticed toat there was no 
oil pressure and stopped the motor. 
It was a relief to discover that the 
engine was still getting oil and that 
It was only the gauge that bad 
stopped working. Then the motor 
made a strange noiae and we hastily 
turned it off again. However on 
restarting it it seemed fine. 

The two following days gave us 
an introduction to rain squalls. We 
had watched the giant cumuli on the 
iKMizon, wondering if were In for 
another gale. Then we began to see’ 
squalls buildteg up. It was sotnehewe 
ob\ious what these bhie-tkack mon* 
sters marching across the horizon 
had In mind even though we bad 
never seen ratoequaDs before. 

The first one was rain alone. 

Everyone rushed on deck to wash 
toe salt off, being amazed at how

cold and hard the rain was. 

Thor second one took ok by 
surprise. Anne was collecting rain¬ 
water from the buckets which w-e 
had suspOMled from both main and 
mizaen booms* when we noticed that 
tht wind was rising. Ernest popped 
hit head out to aee what was gc^ 
on and very soon realizsd that this 
was gettii^i to be a bit much lor 
Tryste. 

He and Anne strug^cd to get the 
mate down, while I headed IVyste

up Into toe wind. Tor a few mlnutea 
we flew along at a tremendous rate 
of knots* the spray whipping past 
hociaontally. Too bad no one had 
time to spare an aye tor the 
speedometer* it must have been our 
record apuit. 

After that we were prepared for 
quick action when the squ^ came 
but we never had another quite like 
that 

Next day it rained continuously. 
It was wonderful for collecting 
water and we gratefully flUed up our 
tanks* but it was very bad for 


tempers, especially ss our progress 
had not been particulariy go^ 

Earnest Carol and I tailed crossly 
on while the scholars went equally 
crossly back to their schoolwork 
which bad been abandoned during 
the gale. 

We woke to sunshine on toe 14th 
day and to the r^ef of Carol’s cry 
of: "I tee land!** It was Darwin, 
most northerly of the Galapagos 
Islands. 

We were to relieved. We had 
reached the Galapagos! Or to we 
thought The wind began to drop and 
with a three knot current pushing us 
westward Darwin remained where it 
was, tiusively the same distance 
away from us. 

Now toat the wind was dropping 
it tee m ed a good idea to try and 
reach the islands hy motoring, even 
though we were beginning to be very 
short of dieari. We started toe 
engine but made very litUe head¬ 
way. We found toat wHh maximum 
revs we w ere only doing 4H knots 
whm we should have been making 
seven. Now what was wrong? 

Suddeidy I noticed toat toe nckite 
af toe motor was slowing down. I 


hurriedly pulled the stop lever. 

"What did you do that for?** 
the captain asked crossly. 

"It was slowing down.'* 

**1 dktai’t notice anytoing.** he 
said and tried to start it again. 
Nothing happened. 

He tried again but the motor 
refused to start. 

That was enough for Ernest He 
was already in a poor mood and 
decided to go all 'the way. He 
plujkged into deepest gloom and.

clared that the big end had gone. 
"Why d*you tay that?*' 1 asked.

In the face of such detwtnined 
pessimism I was speechlsas. 

Meanwhile we drifted silently 
away from Darwin. While Ernest 
took toe noon sight the crew set sail. 
Then we continued slowly, two knots 
forward and three baok. 


After we had sailed uselessly on 
for a few hours Ernest got up 
courage enough to look at the 
engine. To everyone’s relief be 
discovered that It was not a 
mechanical failure at ail. There was 
water in the furt. This was soon 
drained off, although it did mean 
throwing out some of our precious 
diesel with the water. However the 
motor went, which meant that if 
only we bed enough wind to get a bit 
nearer we would be able to motor 
into some anchorage if the wirxi 
tailed. 

We sailed all night. The wind 
rase sUihtly end backed a little so 
that we hoped to be closing with the 
island. Daybreak brought double 
diaai^nintment Darwin had disap¬ 
peared and we were once more 
becalmed. 

After a council of war It was 
decided to give up the fight to the 
east, admit that we could not reech 
Galapagos, and bead for the Mar^ 
quesas. We were bitterly disap¬ 
pointed. Anne shed a few tears of 
frustration on the foredeck while I 
started listing food, aocne of which 
might need to be rationed, and 


Ernest checked our water supply. 

The others were watching a 
school of bonito which were swim¬ 
ming around Tryste. 

Suddenly Susie called: "Dad! 
Ooroe and lookl" She was peering 
under the wing whkh joins the main 
bull to the starboard float. Ernest 
went, expeettag fish, and found 
himsirtf staring at s jagged hole in 
the underside of the wing. 

Our hard pounding to eastward 
into the gale force weather with our 
overioaded trl had been too much 
for the tola plywood there. 

It was a dismal moment. There 
was no quastlon now of attempUrtg 
the S.OObmOe leg to the .Marquesas. 
Som^tow or other we had to reach 
the Galapagoa and repair the boat. 

Ernast and Anne launched the 
din^ty and Ernest made a tem¬ 
porary patch wlto tome squire pieces 
of plyw^ which be had aboard 

As we were now south and west 
of Danrln* which ^ an outlying 
Mand. we could set a course 
aoulhnast to clear Isla Isabela, 
largest Island of the group, and aim 
tor San Salvador, whose anchorage 
of Jamas Bay the pilot book 
recommended. 

It was a eomi^ete flat calm 
which, although bad fur sailing, did 
mean that we could make the best 
pow er . We had been at sea 15 days, 
our longest passage so far. Apart 
from natural anxiety occasioned by 
the disoovery of our damage we 
were all well and happy. 

Next morning we saw the high 
volcanic Islands of Feroandina and 
Isabala ahead. The sea w*as still a 
glassy cahn. Seals slept on the flat 
surface, lying on their backs with 
their flippers folded over their well- 
flUed tummies, dolphins leaped and 
cavorted to: the distance, flashing 
like jewels. Ernest went from tank 
to tank with a dipstick measuring 
diesel. What should we do if we used 
it all up before the wind came? 

By noon we were approaching 
Isla Isab^ and could see a great 
black scar of lava dnixxi across the 
brownish hillskle.

We were down to our last three 
gallons of diesel when at last the 
wind came, a reasonably strong 
northeaster. We set all sail and 
made good progress all afternoon. 
During the night the wind fell off 
but by next morning San Sal\'edor 
was in sight. 

At 5 a.m. I woke to hear Ernest 
say: "We’ve done it! I never 
thought we would but we ve done it! 
We’ve crossed toe equator I'' 

The wind held fair and in toe 
earty afternoon we sailed into James 
Bay under cliffs of red volcanic 
rock, headed in towards the sandy 
beach through schools of turtles and 
manta raya, and thankfully dropped 
our hook In that wild and lovely bay.

She was waiting for me in the 
lobby of Rose Manor. A little-bitty 
lady, no bigger than a minute, 
smartly dressed, with bright blue 
eyes and coiffured white curls. 

She sprang up to greet me, and 
swung off down the corridors, lead¬ 
ing the 'way to her room, with the 
easy stride of a youngster. 

"You'd better come and see 
her in the afternoon," had sug¬ 
gested the Matron. "Because she's 
out walking every morning, rain or 
shine!" 

Why not? She's only 95! 


Lilly Kvamo, bom Mary Strait but always, 
fiv some reason, called Lilly, has had a busy find 
Interesting lUe. o( which, without doubt, the 
outstanding facet has been that during her career 
as a midwife, she has personally delivered more 
than 3,300 babies. 

She is a native ot Bath, England, and the 
eldest of Be\-en childrea. Her father was a tailor, 
her mother the midwife whose worli she assisted 
for many years, thus establishing her own future 
course. The father died when Lilly was only 17. at 
whi^ point she left school to taJ^e care of the 
rest of the brood. 

She studied obstetrics and nursing, helped her 
mother, and eventually built up her own practice. 
For years she delivered sJl the new arrivals 
whose mi4hers had turned to the Royal Maternity 
Charity hospital for aid, and she still has the ' 
badge she then wore. 

Another badge she cherishes Is one not often 
seen these days. This is a 1914 War Worker’s 
insignia, the letters WW surmounted b>‘ a crown 
and given for specified volunteer labor, in her 
rase the making of 1,000 kitbags for the troops. 
Having accomplished this. Lilly Stewart found 
that she must give up the work because of 
neuritis In her hands. 

**W’hereupan.'' she remarked tartly, still a 
trifle insulted at such behavior, '‘they wrote and 
wanted the badge back!” 

They' didn’t get it. whoever they were! 
S<uneonc in authority firmly told her to refer the 
matter to him. should she hear further. So she 
ignored the letter with equal firmness, receh’ed 
no more disgraceful communications, and accord* 
ingly still has her badge. 

The war had been aver for some years when 
she decided to sell her practice and come out to 
Canada, where a sister and a brother-in-law’ were 
living in L^cluelet. Here, In 1927, she met and 
married John H. Kvamo, a Scandinavian 
woodsman who owned a good deal of property 
near Long Beach. 

Countless excellent photographs in Mrs. 
Kvamo's comprehensive album indicate that 
these were happy and busy years. Her husband 
u-as a handsnene and a capable man — f<»’ some 
time he was a p(^ocman In the district — the 
home, with its cows, chickens, and all manner of 
growing things, was attractive, and the surround-

if countryside, of course, especially the lovely 
b e a ch es, matchless In beauty. 'The oou|:4e had 
many friends. 

Moreover, there were no hospitals nearer thaa 
Port Albeml. so that in no time at all Lilly's 
professional serxieet were In great demand* 
Partieularty in the Japanese fishing comnantHxp 
which, betw'een wars, was an extensive one. 

With ,the attack on Pearl Harbor — end 
Ottawa's subsequent panic — the coast Japanesn 
instantly vanished Into the interior, so that 
percentage of Lilly's work was no more. Then too 
the Government was looking for land tor air fore* 
use, and made an offer for the Kvamo property. 
He aold out. and he and his wife came 
Vlcteria, where they, bought a home on Hampteo 
Road. 

But John had had a tricky heart for soma 
years, and he died at the age of 77, fat 1944. For 
quite a long time his widow k^ the borne going 
alone, but in (he end It became too much for her. 
and she moved In at Rose Manor, where she has 
been for the last 15 years. 

"She’s our oldest resident.** says M a t r o n « 
**altiiough you’d never know it!*' 

Mr. Kvamo’s photograph album quite fasciiH 
ated me. These things can be a bit deadly 
sometimes, heaven knows, but not this one. It’s 
truly a record of accomplishment, and packed 
with interesting subjects. There are some fine old 
homes with lovely gardens, one of them the 
residence of a sister in Devonshire. There are 
nostalgic views of an earlier Ucluelet, Toflno, the 
rivers and beaches, and the friends of past years. 
And there Is a pretty handome collection ci 
r^tivss. including a few nephe w s who are 
obviously tops in their varied fields. 

Among these is an informal snap of Gilbert 
Butcher, who went in for Igw. Is now registrar for 
the seven county courts of Devon, and is shown 
being presented to Her Majesty and Prince 
Philip. Another is of Guy Alexander, who Is senior 
technical advisor to an engineering firm which 
sends him all over the world. He is now In Buenoa 
Aires. A third, Guy Palmer, is an official at UBCa 
and his wife it Marian Palmer the novelist. 

In this last gentleman’s section of the album, 
incidentally, there are two photos whicb caught 
my eye immediately. One is of a tall and regal- 
looking elderly Chin^, the other Is an old scridier 
in a wheelchair, miaciated in his ancient 
uniform, medals on a thin chest. Both hax’e such 
an air of authMity tiuit I inquired who they might 
be ... and was told that both are actor Guy ~ 
Palmer! t^’ho surely would ha\*e made his»mark 
on the professional stage had he so desired. 

When I got up to say goodb>'e. Mrs. Kvamo 
insisted on coming along viith me to show me 
Rose Manor's beautiful new diningroom, which is 
tnodem. gay. and a matter oi pride to all 128 
guests. TTiere are 16 new suites, too, each com¬ 
pete «ith its own batiuxxm. 

The Manor, by the way. is on tte sHe of Tho 
(Md French Benox'olont Society Hospital, a 
"strictly lady-centre.** says an oM prospectus, 
"whi^ has been in operation since 1896." 

It’s run now by a board of management 
consisting of 14 wom^t, all xxtluntcers. "We try to 
give our guests every passible coanfort," one ot . 
them me.* 

Oertainly Lilly Kvamo is happy with her 
bright comer room whose windows look out 
toward the Sonke hilts on one side and up to wa rd 
the cathedral on* the other. She bas her radio, 
(she can’t be bothered with TV>. and her deck of 
cards for her games of solitaire. She has her 
dally promenades. And she has her photographs, 
including scores of those 3,300 babies!

After viewing the disf^ay, it aeemed to me a 
great pity that there was practically no publictty, 
no rousing fenfare to draw public attention to the 
occasion, during the time of the recent Royal 
visit. Only a small placard in the window 
proclaimed **A Rci>’al S^ute. Scenes of (Bd 
l.ondon. Water colors by Pitts.**) 

It was a beautiful day as I drove aloi^ tiie 
acented lanes of the Saanich countr>'side. In 
search of the home of artist Ardiur Pitts. 

The house at 969 Mount Newton Ooss Road 
was a little difficult to find. Hidden by a dense, 
leafy hedge, with bnly bits of the roof-top showing 
patchily through the chestnut trees shading a 
lawn which dropped sharply from the roadside, 
Mr. Pitts’ home is a pei^ct retreat, a perfect 
n ett ing fw an artist’s home. Especially for a shy. 
VBaasunrdng. almost diffident g en tle man such as 
AxUmw D. J. Pitts. 

1 had phoned ahead. On hearing my ear slop. 
Mrs. Winnified Pitts and. in the background. 
ArHiisr Pitts, came tafward lo open the gate and 
gleet roe with a charming, delicate co urt e sy . 

*1^ one side stood a sroaB. okMi wooden 
buP d In g. about the siae of a con v entional cne-^nr 
garuge. I learned later thet It had been a 
bachelor shack. , 

After hatroductiana, Arthur Pitts said: "t^ me 
shew you my studio.” He led me to the email 
building and. very politefy, girtuied me to enter. 

The studio was a congested Uttle place, 
buttered almost, yet It contained a Uedy 
atmosphere of artistic BveehlHty. It wm 
eminently a comfortable spot to allow the 
croalive muse to rest, reflect, dreem, pefbaps. 
tiMn — draw. 

There was a paint-daubed table, tm raeel, an 
aM. weU-splaltered palette, a Jam «f taroafaes. 
n couple of kitchen chairs and an tdd-fashinned 
w ic k erwork basket armchair. To one side, stood a 
aroatl oil-burning sto v e, reedy to dry out any 
early mor ni ng dampness. 

Arsund the walls, on nails and shelves, htmg 
cr lay an amaxing variety of iatriguing artideB 
and pictures, all coUectablsi and dramatic 
witnesses to Arthur Pitts’ kwe of travel and 
adventure in his earlier days. 

A round, black ball of trai, the ste of n 
baseball, lay on a windowsill, lb me. it was jint 
• blob of iron. But, to Hr, Pitts, It was much, 
much more. 

Lovingly, and with a toudi of reverence. 
ArttMir Pitts ran his short, strong artist’s fingers

informed me. **It came from the entrance to the 
home of one ctf England’s foremost painters. Sir 
Joshua Reynolds who lived at 47 Leicester 
Square. London. The knob topped the Iron side¬ 
railing by the front door. *’AU visitors,” continued 
Kir. Pitts, “must, of necessity, have grasped this 
torn^tal balL Just imagine, characters like the 
literary Dr. Johnson and Mr. Boswell, Garrick the 
actor, and Oliver Goldttnith, poet, playwright and 
man of lettere have all clasped their fingers 
around thts terminal knob. 1, luckily, visited Sir 
Joshua's temous house when if was beh^ 
derooUsbed.

Arthur Pitts, now in bis ttul yeer, wes bon in 
T^nton, Pigiand. In IMi. and educated there. 
Showing an early aptitwde for art, he entered 
London's St Martin’s Sdxxd of Ar^ at age lf» 
and stofoed art prtodpiea and deel^. 

Tiring of London s u b ur b an Me. a restfessnem 
entered foe young artist. When he was S. be left 
to eeek adventure in South Africa. He took hfo 
paints with him. "Ob! by foe way, my work la all 
water colors.** 

In South Africa, Arthur got a job with foe 
Sooth African Railways. TUs allowed hira to 
room about, paint a variety of veldt scenes and 
get to know foe natives. He used to photograph 
the Zulus and exchange their pictures for native 
beads. These beads be need to give authenticity to 
his South African paintings. 

SttU restiess, and eager, as Kipling sang, 
**For to admire an* for to see, For to he'M tiiis 
wortd eo wide,** the young Pttts returned to 
£k|^ai^ in April of 1914 with the intention of 
travelling to Australia. Instead, be came to 


Arthur Pitts smiled a little sadly ns he told 
me how he decided to come to Canada. 

”1 was rather an idealistic type.” he said. 
“Still am, for that matter. Anyway, 1 didn't care 
for paper bank drafts so, on the return trip from 
South Africa I carried all my savings. 100 golden 
sovereigns, in the pockets of my body belt. Some 
of the sovereigns were Kruger aowreigns. vsorth 
nK>re than the English ones.'* 

“On the boat, I met a non-conformist pastor 
who showed a great and kindly interest in the 
Kruger gedd. He asked if he could see them. I. at 
that time, believing all men to be honest. to6k 
him down to my cabin, tumbled the sovereigns 
onto my bunk and spread them out for him to 
see. 'Then, I put them a%yay again. 

“Dajrs later, when we reached GraveserKi. ca 
the Thames, and I west down to pack my 
baggage, the belt was foert, but the aovereigns 
were gone. LuckQy luy parents came down to the 
dock to aee me or I would have had no money to 
get home with. The notvootedrmist pastor was a 
travelling confidence man.** 

Arthur’s decision bo come to Canada was 
Influenced by the loss of the Kruger gold. He had 
earlier ma^ sfaip reservations to Australia, 
where be erae going to wock on a sugar plantation 
near Brisbane. 

''Australia eras quite a far bit away, the fare 
to Cbnada was cheaper and, as I had lost my 
gold, I de ci ded m Cbnada.** explained Arthur. “I 
wanted to tiy prairie fanning. In later years, I 
decided that my experiences oo prairie farms 
were worse than bei^ In the trenches.** 

*1 sh^yped off at Moosimin, Manitoba. T only 
stayed six months — six months of exoiitiatin^ 
bard work. I realised 1 just wasn't cut out for tt.” 

Leaving Monaimia after the harvest was over. 
Arthur Pitts continued west to Vancouver, B.C. 

It was now October, ini War had broken out 
between England and Germany. Arthur enlkted 
in the 29th Vancouver Regiment and went ovei^ 
seas with the Canadian Expeditionary Force. 

In the midst of enemy actkxi at St. KM. to 
1916, Arthur was badfy wo u nded in both arms by 
e}q>loding shrapnel. 

“I lay to an ItogUsh boapttal a long time.** 
said Mr. Pitts, **|uBt aching to get back to my 
paintings. One of my arms healed stiff so I have 
had to adjust my wrist action sideways.”

VktorkHis had celabrated, along 
with Canadians, the July 1 holi¬ 
day; and they had marked the oc¬ 
casion with particular terror since 
they already felt themselves, along 
with the rest at the British Colum¬ 
bia colonists, to be citizens of the 
Domitrion. Union was still threp 
weeks away. 


Governor Antbooy Muscrave, ahortly to be 
kBishtcd. wu otroody di ip ortn f of hit peroonol 
potwiikmt Id loove hlmtrtf roocly lor depoituro 
juit M toon at hit tucc o ta or. at lleutenanC> 
governor ol the toon . to > be • created province, 
thould be named. 

Lumley Franklin, the auctioneer, and a 
political power In the capital.

But It was tad to think that McNIsh't flne 
adventure was over and hit Ugh hopes at an end 
with the auction of *12 mfldi cowi, one span of 
oxen, a bull. 12 steers, five beitart, pigs, poultry 
and a large assortment of farm Irntdementt.** 
The household furniture would be sold as well, 
and finally **tlx acres la potatoes and 12 in 
timothy." The advertiaement was not dear as to 
the diaposal of the fruit land, but it seems Ukety 
the whole fine enterprise was up for bids. 

These events, however, were tmlflcely to have 
disturbed Victorians who were nwre interested in 
the prospect of the Canadian Steamship Company 
coining to the Pacific now that a Domlnicn mail 
subsidy lor service be twe en San Frandseo and 
Victoria was assured. 

The bi-nnonthly service was one of the terms 
of union agreed bet we en the Onadian govern¬ 
ment and the colony's negottatars. Now at hand 
mere the first fruits of the Confederation. 

Tbe Daily British Colonist reported that Hugh 
Allan of tbe Canadian Steamship Oompany was 
already negotUtii^ lor coal lands to provide an 
^dependent source of supply for ediat was 
confSdently ezpsctei to bt enlarged Padfis 
services. In tUs Tbe Oolanlsfs editor. Dsvld W. 
Higgins, proved to be an aecurate p ro gw st l cato r . 

"If the ABmm dM not look beyond that 
CVlctoria-San Frandseo) sarviee.** be wrote, 'it 


is ridi c ulous to supposs they would have 
undertaken it There need be no heshatinn in 
concluding that they are desirous of w odert a king 
that service me r e l y as a first step—a beginning 
on the Pacific—that tttey have a distinct view of 
linsi on the Pacific; lines to nm ie eve r y 
directicn when the overland railway shall have 
been cocnpletod. And this view will explain their 
dete rm i n atio n to secure poesesskm of a 
for tbdr own use.

ft's a long, long way from Firth 
'hf Forth to Victoria's James Bay; 
yet the fabled Scottish waterway 
and this city's oldest residential 
.and industrial area share a strong 
tie. Regrettably, this interesting 
link of the^ past has largely been 
averlooked. . . 


One wtw r^nembers is John W. Gnindison, 
100 Crease Avenue, Saanich. With ease, he recalls 
ttie men who began Victoria's commercial fishing 
Indxistry, 80-odd years ago: Forgotten pioneers 
nueh as Alex Peden, the Johnstons, the 
Robertsons, the Barbers, Jim Donaldson . . • 
Mr. Grundison’s interest in the subject oi our 
tale is natural enough, tot, among the small 
company of hardy fisherfc4k who emigrated to the 
New World, and to Victoria, was his father, John 
Grundison. 'They were all more or less related,** 
be explains. *‘A11 were frcan Cockenzie, eight 
miles from Eklinburgh, on the Firth of Forth; 
^ except Jack Robertson, who was from Iburao, on 
' the north coast of Scotland.'* 

The sea nins in Gnindiaon blood. His tadter, 
•s mentioned, was a fisherman. His mother's

father, on the Barber side of the famUy, made 
captain of his own vessel befcm a tragic end in 
the North Sea while trying to sa>*e a drowning 
•on. 

llien his widowed grandm<^er had ventured 
halfway rourxl the world to British Columbia with 
two sons, a daughter aitd "one female relative.** 
Mr. Grundison is not sure when thfcy arrived, 
although he knows it was after completion of the 
Canadian Pacific as they had ridden the train all 
the way to New Westminster. While ferrying to 
Victoria, Mrs. Barber had met noted cannery 
owner Charges Tod, who had invited one of her 
•ons to work for him as a fisherman. 

"He only wanted to hire the one. but th^ 
Insisted he take all three or none. So my mother 
went as a servant in the Tod home, my uncles as 
fishermen." 

It was in Victoria that his father, also from 
Cockrazie. met and married his mother. Prior to 
the Grundisons' and Barbers,’ the Peden family 
had established here, beginning what was to 
become a large clan of inter>related, seagoing 
families. 

Although a carpenter most of his life, Mr. 
Grundison maintain^ family tradition for several 
years. In fact, he "can claim to be one of the 
first commercial -fishermen to fish witti a 
powerboat out of Victoria. This w'as about 1915, 
when I was 19 or so. TroUmg had just started 
then. I had a five-horsepower Palmer." 

By 19Q3. he was trolling for salmon out of 
Kyuquot wi^ an uncle in a 30-footer. As hard as 
it is to believe today, he recalls that "they 
wouldn’t buy coho in those days. It was 12 cents a 
pbund 'in round' for v^te talnxm, five cents 
a pound for halibut the same way." 

During the 1930s. he fished halibut Trial 
and Discoveiy Islands. Also. In thrae halcyon 
days before fishing season were regulated, he 
had plied his skill regularly off Sooke, between 
Point No Point and Jordan River. Of those years, 
he remarks with a smile, "There were not power 
gurdies in those days.” 

Today sons Bill and Ropert also follow the 
. sea — at least, part of ti>e time. A sheet metal 
[ wortcer between seasons, Bill owns the 4T-foot 
« troller Ella Jean, design^ for him by Victoria’s 
noted sealing veteran Frank Fredette. Mrs. 
Grundison points out that it took father and son 
three years to complete the haDdsoR>e troQer. 

I Robert is an optometrist during toe week, 
twt, on wericends and vacations, he. his wife, two 
^ sons and a daughter, cruise and raoa ttscir 
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and Jim Johnston, John and George Robertson, 

Jim and Jack Baiher, John Grundison and Jim 
Donaldson moored Ui^ frail Columbia River 
centreboards here. Originally, a float had been 
constructed for the lighthouse service employee 
whose duty it was to daily light the oil lanterns 
erected on piles in the harbor channel. Nearby, 
left of EMUas and Erie, was the ill-smelling 
chemical works, later moved to James Island. 
Other landmarks of that era which have 
disappeared are the famous Dallas Hotel and 
Brackman Ker Ltd’s, and B and K wharf. Once 
freighters called where now the Standard Oil 
jetties stand near the defunct Victoria Machinery 
Wwks. 

Mr. Grundison well remembers the notorious 
chemical wcM*ks. "We kids used to get nitre, 
which spilled through knotholes in the fence, and 
charcoal. In those days, a gun was used on 
Pearline Rock (where the Ogden Point railway 
pier is now) to start yacht races. We’d make 
flares and set them off here. 

"Located west of the present-day gangwtiy to 
fishermen’s wharf was a beach on which was a 
8hip>‘ard known as Lang's; toe skid.s. or way. 
were there for years. The sealing schooners used 
to be hauled out there, their copper sl>eating 
removed while they were recaulked. 

"Hundreds of copper nails fell on the beach. ^ 
The young boys of vicinity would c<ime down ^ 
after school and dig copper in a tin and sell it on 
Saturdays to the junk man for pocket ni<mey.’* 

The fishing boats, he describes as being just 
under 30 feet, open, with shallow draft atxl seven- 
foot beam. Oomfort, he adds, "was never 
considered." ’Two men, rowing in a standing 
position, pushing the long sweeps, could make 
good time, heading out to Oonstance Bank, off 
the city, to drop their lines for halibut and. 
occasionally, cod. although the latter was not a 
popular seller. 

This method of fishing required fair weather, 
as the pioneer Scotsmen relied entirely upon 
landmarks to navigate. 

Bulk of the small fishing fleet was composed 
of the Oockeniae men, although tbCTe were a few 
Greek fishermen.^ Fishmongers ashore were 
Greek and (Chinese. Once. Mr. Grundison said, a 
Greek buyer attempted to squeeze the Scots out ' 
of business by refitting to buy their catches. "The 
next day, Jim Donaldson had a wheelbarrow with 
halibut and a for sale sign. That finished tbaL 
The Greek bought their fish ever after!’* 

Thw Qiineee buyers, be said, were highly 
respected by toe Scots, toe Orioital traders 
conducting business on Wharf Street dock, at the 
foot of Tates. Ctae wily Chinsse dealer offered • 


Ihunderbird-class sloop with other members of 
the Royal VictOTia Yacht Qub. The 2$-fooC Owl 
has won more than one trophy. 

Victoria, as most are aware, has changed 
drastically during the past 70 years. Today's 
Flsbennen's Wharf, on Erie Street, also has kept 
pace with the times, of course. Now the boats are 
Mgger, faster, and loaded with electronic gear. 
No longer do commercial fishermen sail away to 
the fishing grounds ia open, 3(>>foot sailboats, as 
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fishermen seven cents a pound for his halibut, the 
latter demanding 10 cents. The woukl-be b^er 
had stalked off disgustedly, but. IS minutes later, 
returned. He had changed clotha amf now wore a 
long overcoat and straw hat. Again he inquired 
as to the price of the halibut, to be tM it was 10 
cents a pound, ‘nils time be offered eight cents. 
Again the Scotsman refused. The comedy finally 
sadad with both agreeing to nine cants. 

Mr. GnaMttsfla boasts many random 
a t sia orie s e( this pionser fishing fleet, as told to 
Mm by the men whs saBsd thetr little boats at 
far as Nanslmo sad up Oas stormy west coast c< 
the Isimid la searc h of their taivisible prey. 
Actually, some did not even leave hart>or, 
dropping (heir hooks for cod off ttie old B and K 
wh^, and where Bapoo Paint Is now. 

There was the winter, about 1900, when the 
looal Oset sailed to Nanaimo for cod, the Hub 
Qty then being a good fishing ground for he r r in g, 
wMeh were used ss bait. "One afternoon, my 
cefo, Jack Barber, was waUdag across the old 
woodsn bridge, whstw tbs causeway is now, when 
bs met the captaia of the steamer Otter. Jack 
had been a deckhand with him once, and Capt 
Brawn asked him what be was tlong. 

**Ja«k said. ‘Jim Donaldson and I are sailing 
to Nanimo (osUgbt te flab oodL* 

Capt. Brovin said, ‘I'm going to Ladysmltb 
for coal. Be off the B Jk K wharf at 8 tonight, and 
we‘H throw a line.' 

**So away they went. Imagine an>'thing like 
(hat today!" 

The Victoria fleet returned to Nanaimo In the 
winter of 1901, shipping their ood south to the 
wholesaler by train. One stonny day, all but a 
aingls boat had remained safely In port. Only one 
of the colorhiUy.named partners, Whisky Cbarlie 
and Brandy Pete, bad ventured out in the gale. 
Suddenly, several fishermsp startding in front of 
the post office, sdiers the Maiaspina Hotel now 
standi, saw the foolish fisherman had cat^zsd off 
Qabrtols Island. 

Instantly, Jack Barber and Jim Norie beaded 
to the rsactje in their tiny boat. Battling wind and 
wave, they fought their way alongside the 
overbimed craft and hauled the shivering 
fiAermsn. clinging to its bottcmi, into their own 
boat. 

While heading for shore. Barber and Norte 
deckled to take a shortcut past Jack’s Ihe 

decision almost proved fatal when, arithout 
amtog, thetr centrcboaid struck bottom, flngiag 
them over. Portunatety, the arater here was but 
waistdeep. and they Mood, buffeted by w aras . in 
the raging surf toitfl VMther resouir rsa eb sd the 
aesne and rowed them ashore. Naas was the 
isarse for wear, although Barber’s boat safferad 
a broken mast, torn sail and damaged daek.

**The Athens was not mu^ of a boot ss fish 
boats go today,*' Mr. Grundison recalls, "but she 
was the first power halibut boat out of Victoria. 
When I was eight years old. bi 1903.1 made a trip 
from Victoria to Westminster on her with a load 
of halibut** 

Once, unable to buck a strong head wind the 
Athens was toroed to anchor in Neah Bay. 
American law stipulated that toreign vessels 
could not lay to hr nwre toon 94 hours at a time, 
meoidng they must stoam out to the internatiooal 
limit and back, daily. As the Athens lacked an 
anchor wtacb, skipper Jack Robartson felt this 
unneceessrUy tedtoua. He c h a ng ed his mind 
shortly wtwn the Athens was aeized by an 
American cutter! 

A prize crew, armed with rifles, was placed 
aboard as Robertson was bustled ashore with hia 
ship’s papms. However, all ended w^ when 
autboritios decided that, as the Canadian vesasl 
had no fish aboard, she bad not violated customs. 
The Atbans suhsequently was released to oonfinus 
her voyage, Robertson having to call at Port 
Angeles on ths way borne to pick up his papers. 

The indlen Mrsd to eat wood for the hungry 
boUcr was named Tathim Dfek. Poor Dick 
suffered tram such a l^np that he eoukln’t walk a 
straiglit Hne.

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At one tlm« Vancouver ItUndon talked a^out 
foing to British ODlumbia; that was when there 
were two separate Crown colonies—VX and B.C 

On July 18, 1871. people In Victoria, and 
throughout British Columbia went on their usual 
ways, aa we learn from reading the Victoria 
newspapers of that day. 

A large assemUage was at the roDer arena to 
aee the sights: 

"The skating rink presented an animated and 
gay scene ^ a number of young ladies from 
PtATtland, Oregon, were present and took part in 
the proceedings — their skating adding to the 
interest and delight of the spectaton, by the 
grace and poetry of their movements. 

"Several of our city belles, too, have 
progressed greatly, and are now elegant skaters. 
We are glad to know that the continued interest 
manifested in this healthful and graceful 
recreation is such as to furnish a guarantee of the 
permanency of the rink." 

Now. why did not the paper mention the 
names of the belles? I would like to know who 
was there. 

Local people, a century ago today, read about: 
**A Victoria artist who has distinguished himself: 

"The San Francisco Alta of the 6th July says 
—*The portrait of John McCullough, as Brutus, 
painted by Denny, proves that this painter is 
possessed of a versatility heretofore unknown to 
us, we having, all these years, known him as a 
marine painter, with an occasional departure into 
landscape. 

**7716 noble Roman is well portrayed in this 
Denny masteffu^^ — the attitude and expres- 
aion. the drajibr. the pose (rf the hgure, are 
capitally painted^^ and the portrait . of Mr. 
McCullough unmlstakeable. 

** The accessories are very w«ll managed — 
the marble pavement, the column and the distant 
figures are well in keeping." 

Now, who was Demy? anyone tell me? 
And where is Ids painting of John McCullough as 
Brutus? Evidently McCUUough was an actor. 

Rev. Merely Punthon, an English clergyman, 
had been adventuring in British Columbia, and 
when he returned to England wrote his 
impressions of this place for English newspapers. 

The morning of July 18. 1871, subscribers to 
The Ookmlst could read this; 

"Rev. Mr. Punshon describes' the people of 
British Columbia as thoroughly British in their 
sympathies, and in favor of Canadian confedera- 
tioo. 

"Of the whole area of British Columbia, he 
Mys that perhaps 100.000 square miles may be 
put down as mountainous, utterly unfit (or the 
plough, and quite incapable of cultivation. 

"The climate is moist stron^y resembling 
that of England, and perhaps warmer in the 
winter. 

"But tttere Is still left a large area of tillable 
land on which agriculture may become a source 
of vast wealth. 

"The mornings and evenings are cool, no 
matter bow warm the day. 

"It may be too coed for the weak and sedent¬ 
ary, but n>eo of vigorous constitution and activ’e 
habits enjoy the climate thoroughly. 

’The great want is population. There is room 
for millions, but just now the whole population 
does not exceed 15.000. 

"There are 4,000 to 5,000 in and about VictcMia, 
400 or 500 in the Nanaimo area, the same at New 
Westminster, perhaps 2,000 in the mining 
districts, and the remainder are scattered o\'er 
the farming districts." 

There w*as very little local news that July 18. 
so The Colonist informed its readers of the goings- 
on in Cariboo more than two weeks before; 

"The Dominion Day celebration in the Cariboo 
•ountry on July 1 appears to have been 
characterized by a tremendous amount of 
enthusiasm. 

"There was an elaborateness not ordinarily 
found in any other part of the colony. 

"Indeed, it is questionable whether, throughout 
the whole of the Dominion the day was celebrated 
with equal eclat 

(This is interesting, because on July 1, 1871, 
British Ci)lumbia was not part of Canada — 
people in Cariboo were arixious to rush the 
union.) 

Tt Is diaracteristic of the good people of 
Cariboo that they do nothing by halves, whether it 
is a foot race or a gala balL 

"Whatever they undertake to do, they do with 
aD their might. 

*Tbe day dawned beautifully, charmingly up 
among the mountains. 

"A spacious platform had been erected, 
tastefully decorated with e ve r g re ens , and beauti¬ 
fully arranged bannerets, bearing gilt ihaple 
leaves. 

**At 10 a.m. the exploakn of a torpedo was the 
con c e r ted sigtud for toe cocninencement of the 
day’s profram, when J. H. Todd, Esq., made a 


few appropriate remarks, and proposed three 
cheers for the Queen — a proposition which was 
responded to with hearty good will by the 
congregated hundreds. 

"Then followed toe Natknal Anthem by toe 
band, followed by the delivery by J. Spacer 
Thomson. Esq., of a nwst able and eloquent 
address, during which he propo se d three cheers 
for toe Dominion of Canada, which, fortunatdy, 
we Shan soon join. ^ 

**A royal salute was fired at noon, and many 
choice pieces of music performed, in exoelleot | 
style by the band. 

"A performanoe at toe thea t re by the 
Amateurs, and a general dlumination concluded 


t f 

the proceedings, and one of the most successful 
and agreeable celebrations in toe history of the 
colony. 

"The principal buildings In BarkerviUe we re 
decorated, some of them wito rare taste, and 
great elaborateness, and the town presented a 
truly gay and joyous a^iect 

"The ilhindnatkA, too, was vory grand, and 
toe effect Is describ^ as perfectiy enchanting, 
the whole town being literally a blaze of light, 
with a plenitude of transparencies bearing 
aaottoes suitable to the occasion.**

Red elderberries slopllght the forest, 
buttercups sunlight the trail edge. 
No bird song now. no woodwind 
musk: quiet la afaedlute and even 
thought is drowsy. 

My saskatoon bush Is In beny 
and visitors from the interior 
exclafar over the famQlar sight. 
Another name for it is shadbush 
because It blooms In April or May. 
at the time of the shad run in 
eastern rivers. *’As thki as a June 
shad” they would say to describe 
Iste spewnert snd emaciated peof^. 
At one time the fish were so thick In 
the.riv-ers that thsy could be scooped 
out. Now dams and other impedi¬ 
ments hinder their passage and the 
amounts caught are small. 

Perhaps whst all my bushes need 
Is some of 72>yearold, onee^iald Les 
Holman’t eUdan manure. When 
spreading it on Ms garden he would 
quite often rub Ms head and soon a 
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fan began to appear. Truly a hair- 
raising experience. So now Las has 
added a faw drape of laveoder to Ms 
haip- r estorer and is talking about 
going Into the business. 

A “herb for a tyred jade” Is 
smartweed, now blooming here In 
open places. As I don't accept ev'en 
John Gerard and his Herball of 1633 


without testing, on one long MU 
journey 1 rubbed my tired horse's 
back wifli smartweed kavee and put 
aome under the saddle. Now I can 
testify that this ti e atm ent “wonder¬ 
fully refreeheth the wearied horse 
and causeth htan to travel much the 
better.** 

At the time Gerard was writing 
down Ma herbal remed i es wWto 
peony roots were considered a sure 
cure for epilepsy and the time to dig 
them was July. They were cut Into 
one-inch p i ece s and eaten dally tor a 
month, then stopped for two we ek s 
and continued as needed. But much 
mewe exhilarating Is word from 
Australton Paul Harvcy'Green that 
alcohol is “good for all Uving 
systems.** To prove this he displays 
1^ joOy green-yellow giant sun- 
flow e r s . which are showered with 
four bottles of champagne a week. 
My puny (in comparison) plants 
don't get even a glass of ginger 
beer; only water — and not always 
that 

It k in July that toe “not always 
toat** period begins at Channel Rodk 
where I live. My well can’t be 
pumped any more and the wen in 
the next bay. trMn utoiMi 1 used to 
draw In emergencies, is almost dry 
too. There was no way I could store 
water against the hot, dry summer I 


hsv’t been prophesying since F>fan>> 
ary. An old almanac seems to agree 
with my prophesy. It claims that if 
there are no storms before or after 
the spring equirtox — as at my 
weather station this year — “the 
ensuing summer is generally dry, at 
least five tin»es out of five.’* 

But no nutter bow dry our 
summer it will never compare with 
toe terrible eight year drought In 
Quee ns land, Australia, where more 
than two million sheep have died 
and some survived only by turning 
caruiibal. Nor with the seven nwnth 
dro u ght to Texas, where 147 counties 
were recently cited as disaster 
areas. Droughts now are often 
blamed on man, but at least he was 
tonooent of toe one which came 350 
million years ago in the Devonian 
poiod. That was w hen lobe-Aniwd 
fishes dragged toemselves over land 
in their search lor water. They liked 
this cross-country travelling so well 
that soon they were eating the earli¬ 
est colonizers of toe earth, spiders 
and insects, snd becoming our first 
amphibians. 


In July I dream of coM, 
refreshtog springs I have known: 
like the one to France which is 
called “toe enchanted fountain of 
Merlto. the Magician.** I was told 
that drtaddng from it a-ouM surely 
bring a vioknt rainstorm badly 
na e d ^ at the raometit. So I did and 
it did. Afterwards, the saturatioa 
pof m having been reached, they 
wouldn’t let me try again. Here in 
Canada, where lawmakers are now 
eyeing ratomakers suspiciously, I 
might not have been able to try at 
an. 

Perhape they will even start 
tiakering wtk St Swithin's Day. July 
15. On that day “gif ye do rain, few 
40 days it will remain: gif ye be 
Mir. for 40 days 'twill rain nae 
mair.“ Swtthto. Bishop of Win- 
ch ester. asked to be buried outside 
toe ehiwch '*that the sweet rain of 
heaven might faU upon his grave." 
At his canonlaartion in 971 it was 
planned to remove Ms body to the 
choir on July 15, but s 40^y rain 
began—or so it’s said—and aU yAnfm 
• stopped, as evidently St Swithin 
disliked the whole idea. 

lhat Is one story. There are 
several others and at least three 
dates for toe day lliMf. Also the 
legend k as ill-founded mrteo ra l u gi- 
eally as It is historically. So don’t be 
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surprised If bright sunshine foUaws 
St Swithin rain. Which reminds me 
that just two da>’s before July 15 the 
earth k farther from the sun than at 
any other dine this year. 

In Sweden I sampled a very deep 
salt water spring and here .at home 
I use salt water as medicine. The 
Potynesians trained themselves to 
drink a mixture of salt water and 
fresh to solve the thirst problem in 
long voyages. Also they drank the 
fluids at fish they caught. Not 
all anglers need water fur fishing. I 
have watched the angler spider 
fishing for moths whb a web line 
baited with e sticky giobuk. There 
is also an interesting female water 
spkkr. She lives to s hMlow 
home steped like a bell and filled 
with air, whkh she brings down 
from the surfee in big bubblra. 

“Let justice roll down like w*aters 
and righteousness like an ever-flow¬ 
ing stream.” How often water is 
mentioned in the Bible, which is 
natural in the history of a land 
where it was always a problem. 
Water, like fire, k a good servant 
but a bad master. 

Our lives are like water: some a 
river ruahing down to the sea to a 
torrent of spray, others a calm 
stream U ng e rin g and meandering. 
After living in the desert I felt toat 
being able to give abater to the 
thirsty, either physically or spirttu- 
aily, would be my greatest happi¬ 
ness. How wonde r ful if “all our 
aims could be parching lips and all 
life a fountain.*' 

WatcMng the ripples after I 
tossed a stone into the sea. I thoogfat 
of htm many circles there are In the 
universe, not only the planets, but 
*be aolar wind which encircles them. 
ITte lunar halo, the sun's 
Mrckt; rai nb s w . auroral corona, 
wreath of doud. girdle of equator. 
Even the rings of light I have seen 
so many rivers wearing. Walking 
now to the sunset-embroi d ere d green 
coolth of forest. I feel that I too 
have come back lull circle; back to 
that daam freshness when plants 
grow most rapidly and so do my 
thoughts. Abme the tre es around me 
the stars will soon ripen Uke grain.

In spite of man's haste and 
progress to destroy himself and 
everything around him. Nature, in 
and around Victoria, can still pro¬ 
vide us with much that is ^th 
interesting and entertaining, even 
though it becomes less as the 
years go by. Our own garden here 
on lower Tyndall Avenue provides 
us with an ideal setting for the 
dramas, the comedies, and the 
everyday life scenes so often en¬ 
act^ by the birds around us. 

Our’t If not th« tfteatre wtiere a play oi a 
ftatad number of aeta is portrayed in one 
performance, nor la it, as in some eastern

countries one acted ON'er a prolonged period of 
time »'hore each day a different phase is 
presented. These acts we see are often short, 
spontaneous, e\*er fascinating and thought 
prtn’oking. 

All summer the curtain rises early with the 
bees fluttering through the bods and borders, in 
and out of the snapdragons, tunnelling into the 
pentstemon* and especially concentrating on the 
cotoncastcrs. Softly at first, a small orchestra of 
bees open with it Introduction, from then on it 
become gradually augmented until, by mid- 
aftenxMin it has reached its full strength and 
volume. 

The high-pitched violin notes of the smal 
striped bees, supported by the viola of the honey 
bees, the rounded 'cello notes of the wild bees, 
punctuated by the big bass viol tones of the 
bumble bees, the whole featuring passages 
intersiicrsed with the vibrant zither note of 
humming birds. 

This then is the music presented for our 
enjo>'ment each sunny summer day. Music that is 
newr re|>etitious, yet alway in keeping with the 
prevailing mood. Music which provides proper 
incidental background for our Summer Theatre. 
At times a gentle, sympathetic obligato to the 
soprano solo of a red winged blackbird, or the 
c<d(u*atura notes a soaring skylark. stri\ing to 
achieve a scale beyond her already spectacular 
attitude. Suddenly the mood changes to a full 
orcbestral crescendo, harmoniously blending with 
the powerful chonu of a large flock, comprising 
various species of feathered songsters, poorbig 
out their heart in joyful unison. 

Ihe first in this particular series of Summer 
Theatre was produced for us within a setting of 
evergreen trees and flowering shrubs, the scene 
flanked on one akie by a rone bed, and on tfw 
other a wride pereimial border in fun bloom the 
whole framing an open space of soft emerald 
lawn. 

The day was hot. the countryside dry, 
providing little or no moisture for thirsty birds. 
As the scene opened, three crowa stood fidgeting 
upon the overhead cables, wide mouthed and 
gasf^ng, yet each keeping an equal distanoe from 
its neighbor. Soon No. 1 crow slipped quietly 
away with No. 2 taking its place and No. 3 
movkig up on space. It was but a matter of 
moments before the first crow r et urn ed with a 
ripe Japanese plum, held It deboately but firmly 
with Its claws on the top cf a pole, slowly 
consuming it, relishing eveiy morsel, squeezing 
tvtry av'allahle drop of moisture fiom H, while 
the others patiently waited their tun. 

Haring finish^, neatly droi^ing the clean 
stone to the ground, it returned to No. 3 position 
at the end of the line on the cables. The tame 
procedure of moxing up one was again followed, 
the whole drill sequence being repeated tor a 
second time, each movement smartly executed 
without a sound, providing an amazing shew of 
discipline and precision. 

Among the finest perfomiances last summer 
were those stayed by the osprey, s play 

presented over a period of as many weeks. This 
was produced with the same foreground as 
previously, except that the actual stage was the 
open sky, extending over an arc approximately 90 
degree. Ihe first act eompris^ a splended 
exhibltioo of controlled flying and gliding, one 


symmetry and effortless grace in flight. Gli<kng 
slcsvly in concentric circles, taking advantage 'of 
every available air current until the wIk^ 
coastline between Ten Mile Point and Gordon 
Point had been thoroughly surveyed before 
making their exit. 

In Act 2, a third bird made its appearance. - 
Flying between two apparently mature birds, we 
presumed it to be a young bird in training the 
pattern of flight being different from that of the 
first Act, and the circle narrower. Act 3, a week 
or so later added a fourth bird to the group, 
suggesting a complete family. This act was the 
longest one yet. with the surmised training more 
intensive, ioaring with us the feeling this might 
well be the finale, but if not. what else was in 
store? 

We waited patiently for about 10 days for Act 
4, and while it was short, it provided something 
totally different and unexpected. In this act, the 
two mature birds suddcntly came into view, 
flying much higher than usual, lazily circling as if 
waiting and not observing any of their previous 
patterns of flight. Very soon a smafler bird came 
on the scene, circled once, weD below the pair 
who. having acknowledged fi>e gesture, rapidly 
headed into the northwest, presumaUy to other 
htmting grounds. Oould this be the completion of 
their task? They had raised and trained their 
young, and now relieved of their parental duties 
were free to travel, while we in turn had been 
privileged to witness a most dramatic gesture of 
farewell. 

Act 5, staged a few days later might perhaps 
be better referred to as an epilogue, for here 
were three young birds making much use of their 
wii^ power as one might expect of birds oof yet 
fully experienced in the art of gliding. Or was this 
just a demoMtrattoa of wild joy, revelling in tfaeir 
new-found strength and freedom. Who knows? 

After an this it was probably time for 
somet hin g a little lighter, and it fell to the lot of 
the ttarlinga to provide this for us. Starlings ia 
large numbers no doubt are a nuisance, but the 
* pair wa have nesting in our fir tress have been 
greatly appreciated during the past two summers, 
eradicating the green cateri^llars and other pests 
from our garden and feeding them to their young. 
Nor did tbeir service end there, tor, as if to 
eomplete the cycle, we soon discovered that while 
the mother bird was mostly oocigiied feeding her 
janmg, her mate attended to the hous e w ori c , 
keeping the nest dean by picking up tha 
dropp in g s and depositing them at random over 
the lawn. 

These were the circumstances at the time of 
staging a cMnedy extending over an hour. Family 
life appeared to be all that could be desired until 
on this particular afternoon another female 
arrived on the scene. Fluttering around near the 
nest and brazenly displaying her charms to the 
fullest extent, she completely disnipted the peace 
and quiet of the family. To say she thrilled papa 
starNng would be putting it mildly, for. perched on 
an overhead be appeared completely 

mesmerised. 

Mama starling was not in the least amused 
and. d e term ined to have none of this nonsense, 
kept driving her away, while papa, so abeorbed at 
pair of bir^ dtsidaying to ttte full their beauty, 
the dazzling sight before his eyes, made no 
effort al all to return to bis dutiea. FinaHy 


mother sterling sensing a rapidly approachiiM 
climax, left her feeding job, and with one swift 
dart went into aetkm, flying straight at the 
intruder. A short, sharp fight, a puff of loose 
teathort, follawed by a kaig p ur suit as the 
engagement was broken off and the offender 
chased clean out of sight over the brow of the *^ 
hiU. With the return of the victor another act 
came to a close and the normal pattern appeared 
to resume. 

For the next and last performaee in our 
Su mmer Theatre, the scene changes to the south 
side of the house affording a more expansive 
view. Following clockwise feom the north end of 
the University grounds, along to Mt. Tohnie in 
the south, then on to the Glendeaning Road woods 
in the west. 

This drama opened with the loud squeakmg ^ 
of a crow coming towards us from out of the 
woods. On approaching nearer the accioo 
portrayed a pair of ravens battling a lone crow 
which had somehow become detached tram its 
flock. The crow proving to be the speediest and 
most agile continaaUy ahof tmwards, aide sloped, 
tumbled, feinted, to fact trM every conceivable 
trick to elude his pursuers. But he was sadly 
outnumbered, and the ravens more conning. 
Luring their victim into false moves one 
covering the other as it went into attack, 
providing a splendid show. * 

Slowly th^ passed across our front with no 
slackening of the fight, the cr o w gradually losing 
altitude and showing Inareasing signs of exhaus- 
tkm, trying in vain to gain sanctuary in some 
sparse and widely separated clump of trees, the 
ravens mercilessly hwtgin g htm away from 
anything which ndgiit liaut offered him the 
sU^test protetbOB. 

Unfortunatoiy wa ware not able to see the 
final outcome as, approachtag tha onivariity, fiw 
group now flytog quite low were lost to sight, bm 
we had seen eaoii^ to faster laepert tor a crow 
which, though out-etaaaad and out-numbered bad 
fought gamely all tha way, and so ended another 
epiaode in our Sumnmtmr Theatre. 

With the waning of each day, the ehanga to 
cadeooe of the orchestr a beeomaa more pre^ 
Bounced, the tempo lesaena. it beoomee graduafly 
more muted then gently dies away, to be replaoed 
by SB unacoompanfed ehcdr of steiiiags, eofUy 
chanting their v e sp e rs , rende ri ng grateful thanks 
for another beautifid summer day. The s«m 
silently sinks be hin d the Soehe HiDs, the curtain 
falls and the tterUngs settle dawn to roost; the 
AreCotls, the Caianiaa, the Gerheras and aD the 
aemi-tropica] flowers ia the garden nod their tired 
beads and f<M their petals, dosing their eyes fri 
sleep. 

It is then fiiat the fragrant nicotine, the night 
aoeoted stocks, the mignonette and a host of other 
sweet scented flowers pour their delicate nectar 
upon the night air, as incense gently wafted 
through the silent alMves of the temi^ of ni^t 
So ends another day in our Smnmer Theatre of 
Nature, bringing pleasures that, attbough peihapa 
unique to this city are not ours alone. Scenes, 
sounds and jojg which sdlh sobm vartotloas; are 
duphestod in many of otr ddigbtful Victoria 
gazdens every sunny ■ anme i day.

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A Study in Autobiographies 

Reviewed; by E. D.j WARD-HARRIS 

If one searched the world it would be impossible 
to find two more diametricalff different personalities 
than James 5. Duncan - and George Harsh. Duncan, 
a former president of Massey - Ferguson and a pillar 
of the Establishment, stands at the opposite pole to 
Harsh, a rich man's son who murdered a man for kicks 
and who, by the time he was 28, had spent almost 
half his life on a Georgia chain gang. 


The only thing foey have in 
common is that both ha\*e written 
autobiographies. And if Duncan had 
read foe introduction to Harsh's 
Loaeasme Road, even he wouldn’t 
have had the effrontery to have 
written his story — Net A ffoe Way 
Street 

Harsh is a ntodest man. He 
deplores autobiographies, rightly 
pointing out that at best the wrifor, 
however honest, screens out the 
mean, petty, de^cable qualities is 
himself and \infocates himself by 
recording intentions rather than 
deeds. 

Harsh’s life has been a mass of 
paradoxes, contradictions and 
ironies. Loaeeeme Road is not an 
autobiography in foe traditioiial 
sense; rather it is a description of 
three episodes.

Harsh's father was dead and he 
was very rich. He escaped the 
electric chair because *'in America 
foey don't electrocute a million 
dollars.” Harsh was sentenced to an 
indefinite period on a chain gang. 
When finally pardoned (for saving 
another prisoner’s life) he dis¬ 
covered his battery* of lawyers had 
effectively “earned” his entire 
fortune. 

Chain gangs are things of .foe 
past tad Harsh’s vivid descriptions 
of foe sadism and sheer degradation 
of foe life are of historical interest. 
Harsh finished his education during 
detention, taught by a fellow 
prisoner — an unfrocked Jesuit 
friest — and his record of those 
awfril years is one of the few literate 
accounts to exist. 

His unexpected pardon coincided 
with the outbreak of the Second^ 
W<M-ld War and Harsh immediately 
went to Cai>ada where he enlisted 
and eventually ended up in England, 
ironically holding the king's com¬ 
mission as an officer in foe Royal 
Air Force. 

Shot dofwn o\’cr Cologne, he ended 
up in foe famous Luftwaffe prison. 
Stalag Luft m, where, because of 
his earlier experience, he was made 
security officer during preparations 
for The Groat Escape, immortalized 
by Paul Brickhill in a book of that 
title. 

Harsh writes with detachment 
and great good humor, only half 
beliering that it is he and n6t some 
movie star who is foe chief 


character in these peculiar twists of 
fate. 

He continued his education to^ 
reading everything he could lay his 
hends on, particularly all foe 
English, French, German and Rus¬ 
sian classics in the prison library, 
courtesy oi prisoner’s relatives and 
foe Red Cross. 

After the war. Harsh entered foe 
publishing business and settled 
down, but he doesn’t go into this. In 
fact, foe book b devoid of the usual 
biographical data. Three major 
things happened to him during his 
life and he confines hb story to 
them, period. 

H’hereas Harsh has something 
worthwhile to say. and says it 
simply and honestly, James S. 
Duncan has nothing to say and says 
it badly. 

Duncan’s lather represented 
Massey-Harrls (later Massey-Fer¬ 
guson) in France and through his 
influence hb son went to Canada 
and learned foe business from the 
ground up, eventually becoming 
president oi the company. 

The Company, the whole Com¬ 
pany. and nothing but the Company 
has been hb life and fob “auto¬ 
biography” b really a mere cor¬ 
porate hbtory. It’s not even a good 
oorptMate hbtory because Duncan 
did not keep a diaiy and his 
memory (he’s now 80> seems a bit 
haz>'. 

What makes Not A One-Way 
Street (a peculiarly inapt title) an 
impossible book to stomach b 
Duncan's egomania. Almost every 


sentes^ begins with ’T’ or “In my 
opinkxL” He meets fanaous men and 
has nothing more to say than 
VSmufs Impressed me more than 
any foan I had met other than 
Churchill.** Not surprbingly, the 
oMy Canadian politician who seems 
to have impressed him was C D. 
Howe. 


LONESOME ROAD, by George 
Harsh; George J. McLeod; MS 
pages; M.M. 


The only interesting passage in 
foe book ooncems a glimpse of the 
boar dr o o m manoeuvres in the huge 
multi-naticmal company. Duncan's 
troubles lay with industrialbt E. P. 
Taylor and foe late W. Eric Phillips. 

In the early lS4Qs Duncan invited 
foem to become Masse>*-Fergusoo 
directors. In 1946 he dbeovered they 
had been accumulating ctxnpany 
shares and “had apparently been 
actively assisting an American 
group to obtain an influential stake 
in our compaq>’.” 

It culminated in 1956 when the 
Taylor-PhilUps Toronto-based Argus 
Corporation acquired financial con¬ 
trol of Massey-Ferguson and Duncan 
was forced from the chairmanship 
and presidency of the company he 
had serv ed for 46 years. 

At the time, it was announced 
that he retired because of ill health, 
and fob book b foe first disclosure 
of the truth. It's probably* the real 
reason for writing foe book for there 
b nothing else in it of foe slightest 
public interest.

Key to All Problems?

There isn't anything startlingly ttew contained in 
a book which recotvfs a conversation between two such 
well-known personalities as Margaret Mead and James 
Baldwin. 


However what A Rap on Race 
does is to remind one of color 
problems and the current social 
issues in the U.S. Title of the book 
hangs on the modem usage of the 
word "rap” whldi has come to 
mean a type of conversatkm rather 
than a li^t physical actlaa or a 
critlctem. 

Ths book Is writtaa in dialogue 
style. 

Dealing wHb the Amerioan desire 
for possessions, anthropologist Mar* 
saret Mead points out: "But most 
people who came here were terribly 
poor and wanted things.” Black 
novelist Baldwin adds: "7b prove 
they existed.” 

Mead: ”To prove they oould get 
them at all. They bad been eating 
the black bread of poverty so they 
come over here and they wanted to 
eat the white bread that was eaten 
in the castle . • .** 

Earlier Mrs. Mead tells Baldwta; 
"Yon treat this country as If it bad 
one problem. It baa a lot more than 
one problem.” 

Baldwin replies: **Yes, but that 
one problem is a problam whi^ has 
obsessed my Ule.

During the first half of the 20th century, linemen on the west coast telegraph 
line led a colorful and adventurous life compared with that of the average city 
dweller. They patrolled the rugged, uninhabited southwest coast of Vancouver 
Island in all weather, maintaining both line and trail, acting as coast guards¬ 
men as well as linemen, rescuing shipwrecked mariners and retrieving corpses, 
often without recompense or even acknowledgment. 

Grim Patrols 


One such lineman was Dan HolUday, ex-resident of Clo-oose, 



now living at 1355 Laing, in Victoria. When he first started work on 
the line in the late 1920s, it was operated by the Government Tele¬ 
graph Service, whose main office was on Government Street, in Victoria. 


From there the Une ran to Sooke, Jordan 
River. Port Renfrew, and alof^ the west coast 
eonnecting ttie Itghtbousea at Chrmanah Point.

Before leaving Qo-oose each morning. 
BoDiday checked each side of the line, first 
ecmtacting the telegrapher at Bamfield. then the 
one at Port Renfrew.

oontAts or ‘grounds’ (leakages to earth) could be 
expected; this information being deduced from 
readings taken from a galvanometer connected 
into the circuit for thdt purpose. 

With a mental picture of the electrical 
condition of the Une. he then set off for the day. 
Xf goii.g to Tsocawis. 12 miles northward, he 
might siiend two or three hours brushing out the 
trail as he went, or fixing obvious faults with the 
bne. arriving at Tsocawis about three o'clock In 
the afternoon. After fixing a fault there, he tKvxild 
retrace his steps, swinging his machete and 
brushing out the trail as he went, arriving home 
at Oo-oose in time for dinner ^ if he was lucky. 

*1110 only means of crossing the rivers w4ien 
tttey were swollen by heavy rains, was ly aerial 
tramway, or boatswain’s chairs. He arrived at 
tbe south bank the Klanawa one day to find 
tbat the cable on the far side was down—just

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behind, taking only his pliers and connectors for 
repairing the line, he sat in the boatswain’s chair 
and, pushing hhnself off. started the downward 
run along the cable toward the centre of die 
river. 

As he approached the centre, his freight 
lowered the wire to such an extent that he was 
dragged through the water. For a while be did 
not think he was going to escape from his 
predicament but, by reaching donTi into the river 
for the cable, he was able to grip it and pull 
himself up the steep incline of the cable to the 
north bank of the ri\*er. Stepping thankfully 
ashore, he rested briefly in the lineman’s cabin, 
lammting the fact that he had left his ’grub' on 
he other side of die river. 

On one occasion Holliday started out on the 
trail from CIo>oose and head^ northwards after a 
wild, stormy night A heavy sea was stiU run¬ 
ning and huge seas pounded the rock shoreline, 
sending plumes of spray hi^ into the air. The air 
was filled with the roar of the turf as the black- 
lash of the storm flung wave after wave against 
the immutable defences of tbe land in the age- 
old battie of the elements. 

A few miles beyond th^ Nitlnat, he came 
acriMB tbe buU of a wrecked troUer, its deck

swept clean of aU superstructure. He walked 
around It and looked inside. 9Ming no sign ot life 
anywhere he continued on Mi way intending to 
report ^ naatter when be reached the cabin at 
’Tsuslat Working his way northward, repairing 
the Une as he went, he came across anckher 
wredeed troQer on the beach near the Klanawa 
River, but this one was smashed to pieces. It did 
not seem possible that anyone could have 
swived, but be searched the shore for survivors. 

Seeing none, be headed for the cabin at 
’Tsocawis, three miles farther nordi. Upon arrival 
be found a shipwrecked mariner, file only one to 
survive out of a gnxqi oOgcommerdal fishermen 
who had headed op toe coast to go fishing. Some 
of toe boats in toe group had wisely turned back 
to shelter In Port San Juan and bad survived the 
fury of the storm. 

Ihe next day. again working on the line. 
HoHiday had just crossed the Nitinat when, from 
a hkott overlooking the shoreline, he saw the body 
of a man on tbe rocky shelf below. Hastening to 
. toe' spot, be found toe body bare except for a few 
artickea of loose clothing stfll han^g to the 
man's belt. ’Hte body, bruised by the rocks and 
aeoured by sand and gravel, was a gruesome 
siidit He hauled it up above the reach of the tide 
and then, upon arriv^ at toe next cabin, reported 
toe matter to the police. 

Except for the smaU village of Qo-oose. toe 
coast between Port Renfrew and BamfiHd was 
and still is. uninhabited. Unless a ship-wrecked 
mariner had enough energy left over after 
battling the surf to struggle over the trail to one 
of the cabins, spaced approximately six miles 
apart, he could not survive. 

Holliday described another occasion when he 
«rent to the rescue of a shipwrecked mariner. 

'T was at home in Clo-oose one day when there 
was a faint tinkle on the telephone — you know’, a 
« aort of ting-a-ling. On a party line like ours, 
everyone had his own call composed of long and 
short rings, but this wasn't anybody's ring in 
particular. So I answered and said: Tfello?’ 

] "A man's voice ansvi-ered and said: T'm 
shipwrecked. I lost my partner.' 

“Now just bang on.” I said, “and tell me 
exactly where you are. T don't know,’ he said. 
‘I'm in a cabin.’ 

*'Descrihe the cabin to me. I said. 

*It’s a square cabin and there's a stov'e and a 
couple of bunk.s in it.’ 

couldn't figure out exactly where he was. so 
I said: ’Now tell me. Is there a wooden box 
banging up on a hook in the roof?* 

“'No.' he answered. 

•TTien.” I said, “there must be a cupboard.** 

“Yes.” he said, “there's a cupboard on the

With that. Holliday hung up the recei\*er and, 
turning to his. younger brother who was staying 
with him at the time, said: “Let’s go!” 

When they reach^ the cabin, which was about 
six miles aw'ay at Tsusiat. they found the man ^ 
lying unconscious on the floor. Apparently he bad 
collapsed immediately after hanging up the 
receiver. Quickly they got a fire going, warmed 
and fed him and then, later in the evening, 
brought him back to Qo-oose with them. They 
learned that he and his partner had set out in 
tot troUer Magna to go fishing on the west coast, 
but never made it His partner was never seen 
again.
